We ſhall not here trouble our ſelves to give an Accounr what Empires 
were the Firft that flouriſh'd in the Worid, thar being none of our Buti- 
ne Tis ſufficient to tell yee by the bye, That tfeverai maintain the Fir{E 
and moſt Ancient Monarchy to be that of the A{hr14zs * and thar others, 
on the contrary, afſert the Monarchy of the £g5pr1255 to be more Ancient 
then the former ; which, in the Time of Heroaorzs, vaunted to the World 
a Pedigree of ſeveral Hundreds of Kings. Laying theretore this Queition 
aſide, which makes nothing to our purpoſe, we ſhall only tpeak of the ſe- 
veral ſorts of Government which were and are {till extant among Men, 
Theſe are uſually reduc'd into T hree forts, under which, t1s faia, all the 
reſt are comprehended ; that 1s to fay, Afrarcny, Ariſfocracy and De- 
mOCracy. . 
.  Amarchy is that which tefigns tne Sovereign Power into the Hands of 

One Single Perſon, who acznowlzdges none pur God and the Laws to be 

above him. Of that kind are now-a-days the Monarchies of. Fraxce. 
Spain, Swedeland, Denmark, Portugal, &c. | : 

Ariſtocratical Government aumits into the Adminiſtration of it, a certain 
Number of Perſons, more or teſs, Noble or Burgelſles, yet all diitinguiſh'd 
by their Birth, which gives 'em a Right of Lordſhip ; 8s is to be ſeen ar 
Vexice, where the Senate of Noblemen Commands atter a Sovereign man- 
ner, to the Excluſion of the Citizens : and the Title of a Nobie Yenetian 
being Hereditary, ſuch is allo the being a Member of the Sovereignty. 
Genoa, AMaltha, Ragnſa, and fome of the Cantons of S7irzerland, are 
2gyern'd according to the Laws of a Real Ariftocracy, | 

Demccraey, on the other {1de, is that which authorizes a Popular Go- 
vernment. We have at tus day feveral of tins fort in Germany, Holland, 
>witzerland, and the Country of the Griſens. For altho that theſe Repub- 
licks are govern'd after a different manner, nevertheleſs they are: Demc- 
cratical for all that, with this Diſtinction, that ſome are better Regulared 
then the other. But in regard it 15 not our Butineſs to enter, in this place, 
into an Examination of the Defects or Excellencies of either, we ſhall only 
tell you, That a Real and True Democratical Government 1s ſuch a one, as 
wherem every thing being well managd for the Welfare and Advantage of 
the Publick, the Nobility has but a {mall part therein, being govern d by 
Perſons of Merit and Veriue, at leaft thought to be fo, deputed by the Com- 
monalty of the Cicizs and Provinces.

Hiltories, both Ancient and Modern, furniſ us with feveral 
of tne tame nature, among which, I ſhall make no ſcruple to number that 
of France, Ir being certain, that all the Kings of the Firlt Race, and many 
of rhoſe of the Second and Third, were not Abfolure in the Kingdom as 
now they are. Tis a thing well known to all the World. We have hee: 
forme of 'em more then once Depos'd by tie States-General; not to mentien 
the Authoriry of the Parlament, which far {urpalsd that of the King's, 
and which was not utterly aboliſh'd till after the Miniftr y of Cardinal Act

Pretenſions of the Crown of France againſt the Houſe of Au- 
ftria ; azd firſt f his Claim to the Empire, 


T He Crown of France is, beyond all Contradiction, the moſt Ancient in 
& FEyxrope, The Runes of the Roman Empnire were the Materials which 
ſhe made uſe of to erect her Monarchy. And tho' we know not preciſe- 
iy at what time it began, nor what Title the Founders of it afſum d, ne- 
verthelefs there is no queſtion but that Poaramne was King, Prince or 
Duke of the Frazks in the Year 420. To this Pharamond it is that the Q- 
riginal of the Salich Law is afcrib'd, fo call d, according to fome, trom the 
Word 1/ala, which was formerly the Name of a River ; becauſe, fay they; 
it was made in Tras-Tſalana, now Over-ljjel. 

Others affert ir to have been mace in Taxanaria, a Country depending 
formerly partly. upon B-2bazt,and partly upon the Biſhoprick of Liege. Some 
Authors ore of opinion thatit was fo call d, becauſe 1t was written in the 
Salle or Great Hall where the King held his Council. And ſeveral derive the 
Name of it from the \\ord $2{ck, which in the Textonick Language fienities 
wroleforre, 1 1935 tion of the Roman Laws, which 1 many Places were 
entitul'd Zeges $:14/ares, But we rather think 1t proper to prefer before 
this Opinion, that other which maimtams that this fame famous Lai de-

T Hets Pretenfions are fo Chimerical, that we could hardly refolve to 
EZ inſert 'em here, But in regard that Fraxce her felt wiiits upon erm, 
we thought ir convenient to give ſome Account of em among others, of 
which we ſhall find a great many that ar? no better grounded. Weagree 
that the Empire was {ett d and founded Hereditary m the Perion of Char- 
lemaign and his Succeſlours. And indeed he would but httle nave under- 
ſtood his own Intereſts, had he accepted it upon other Conditions ; He who 
had conquer d with his Sword the Greateit part of the Countries that 
Compos d it, and who had reſtor'd the Pope, and inveſted him mn a very 
Confiderable Territory. "Tis hkewiſe true, that after the Death of Caries 
the Groſs, the Empire was naturally to return to Charles rhe Simple his 
Couſin and preſumptive Heir. But what then? Becauſe a Revolution, 
very frequent in Kingdoms, has remov d the Empire of Frazce into Ger- 
74ny, and deprived a Prince that was no way capable of it, to give it to. 
another who better deſerv'd it; 1s ita Thing reaſonable or agreeable to 
Conſcience for 2 Man to revive at this Day Claims that have been bu- 
ried in an Objivion of «bout ſeven Centuries 2 During which, the Empire 
has not only-admitted New Contttutions with the Content of the Popes, 
and by the Advice of the States Atlembl'd, but aifo has accounted France 
among her Demeſnes, and has receiv d the Homazges due for em, as we 
ſhall make appear in the iequel of this Treatiſe. | 

As to the Saiick Law, upon which the Kings of Frazce fo ſtrongiy 
build in their own Imazinations, we have already told you what 1t 18. H1- 
Fory teltzfies, that themolt Ancient Kings, next to Pharamond who was 
che Founder of 1t, have diſposd of their Kingdoms in a manner aitogether 
oppoſite to thoſe pretended Conſtitutions.

Continuationem Domini Neceſſitatemgue Succe/- 
fronts efſe ipſo jare, The fame 1s allo to be faid in retpe& ot Collateral 
Succeſſion, when the Ferſon in Pofleflion has no Children ; for then the 
Inheritance naturally devolvyes to the next of Kin, whether Male or Fe- 
male ; unleſs che Municipal Law bs otherwiſe ordain d, asim France and 
$22, where only the Males have right to fiicceed to the Crown. 


After Inheritance, there 1s no 7 itle more legal then what a Man acquires 


by Marriage to the Eftate of her whom he marries. For ſeeing that by the 
Infticutton of that Sacred Knot, the Woman puts her {elf under 
tne Dominion and Power of rhe Husband, to whom ſhe bequeaths her 
{elf, 'tis Evident that her Eſtate, which 1s of a Nature much Inferior to her 
Ferſcn, is {ubjected ro him alſo, till Death happening, the Childre:: of 
this Weglock ſucceed to the Eltates of both the One and the Other, whick 
by that means become incorporated and united, unleſs for want of Iflue 
the Eftate of the Woman returns to the next of Kin. 

Donation, to which we have given the third place among the Titles of 
Princes, 'tis without queſtion a very jult Title, according to that fame 
Axiom, Thar nothing is vetter acquir'd then what 1s given, Neverthelets, 
that Donations may obtain their due Force and Validity, they muſt be 

1ade according tothe Rules of Piety and Reaſon. For Example, It would 
nct 02 juit, fora Man to difinherit his Lawful Heiws out of a Humour or 
headfirong Obſtinacy, to give his Eſtate to a Stranger. This in ſome 
mealue would be to give away that which was none of his own; in re- 
gard that according to our Principle, Children have a right to the Eſtates 
of their Parents in their Lite-time. Nor do's the known Law of the Land 
permit Private Perſons to give away abovea Third part of their Eſtate, 
to the Prejudice of their Heirs, but obiiges 'em to be civilly accountable for 
cheir Children, till rhey have attain d to Twenty five Years of Age. Which 
proves ſufficiently that the Law looks upon 'em to be as it were the Guar- 
dians and Conſfervators of their Chilarens Eftates. However 1t 1s not to 
be thcught that a Parent's Hands are io far 56und, that he ſhall have no 
Power to fatisfe his own bountiful Inclination, whether in reſpect of any 
particular Friend, or any other Perion from whom he has receiv'd fome 
Conliderable Kindnefs. And hence it comes to pals, that beſides his Goods 
and Chatrels, the Law allows k:n to diſpoſe of the Third part of bis Real 
Eſtate. - Now if the Law have granted this Priviledge to Private Perſons, 
there is much more reaſon that Soveraigns ſhould nave the fame Advan- 
tage ; otherwiſe they would be more ty a up then their Subjects, as being 
debarr'd the Means to exerciſe their Pity, rheir Liverality and Magmif- 
cence. which are Vertues fo Effential to Monarchs, thas withour 'em they 


are diſtinguiſh 'd from orher Men but by thoſe things which are naturat- 


ly hateful: -andit may bs juitly {aid of them, what rhe Queen of Aavarr 


G1d of the Pones, that they were like Conjurers, who were able ro do:a 
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creat deal of Miſciief, but no Goou, But let us ſpeak beiter things, and 
agree That it is Lawful tor a Prudent, Fious and Grateful Prince, accord- 
ing to times and occaſions, to make Donations, more-eſpecially when ke 
Ends that they concur with the Welfare of the. People, Now there are 
two ſorts of Donations ; ſome are made during the Lite of the Donor ; 
others are Teſtamentary Bequelts ; which being ftirm ana valid, as has 
been ſaid, they who are in_ Poſletlion by vertue ot fuci Donations, are 
legally ſeiz'd of ſuch Goods or Legactes. fro TL : 
Acquiſition by purchaſe is alfo a very gocd Title, Tis ſo in reſpect of 
private Perſons, whoſe Right to the Eftates which they bought and pay'6d 
tor was never yet diſputed ; and we mutt allow it to be the {args with 
Sovereigns, who it may well be thought wou'd never yield to weaken 
themſelves and leflen their Power and their Gandeur,were they not induc'd 
thereto by more then ordinary Motives. And tne Validity of theie fort 
of Alienations,as well as of ali others,is doubly Autnentick when the People 
give their Conſent, which always appears by their Silence : 1t being cer- 
tain that when they believe 1t not Convenient, tney know which way to 
oppoſe it, and to protelt tharthey will nere be ſeparated from the King- 
dom to-which they are united, as twice 1t fell our under the Reigh o: 
Francis 1. King of Frazce, after the Treaties at 2422714. and Campray, 
However, certain 1t is, that the Purchaſer, or the Perion 1n whoſe favour 


the Sale, Donation, Teſtzment or Reftignation was made, has warrant 


ſufficient to juſtifie and defend his Right againſt all rhoſe that would go 
about to ditpoſicls iitm., 

Reverſion is without queition the faireft Flower in the Crown of Mo- 
natchs, and the Greateſt Mark of Royal Majelty and Grandeur. For in 
ſhort, when a Sovereizn, upon the death of a Feudataris Frince that 
does him Homage, enters upon his Lands, or elſe Inveits another in 'em, 
does not this ſuppoſe that it was He who mace hun what be is: And is 
there any more apparent Mark of Supremacy, then to make 5overcigns 
and beſtow Soveretgnties? This 15 that which may be truly call d Royal 
Majeſty. and the Image of Divinity. Tis then the Right of Grear 
Princes to difpoſe of the Provinces of their Feudataries when they have 
royolred from 'em, or when they dye without Iflue. And though this 
Right belongs to Monarchs only, exclufivety from all others, nevertheleſ 
tns Law being deſirous to diſtinguiſh the Novi-men from the Peaſants 
as allow'd ſome part of this Priviledge ro Feodal Lords, who by vertug 
of their Feifs faccecd by rizht of Eſchetage to the Eſtates of thoſe thar 
&yf2 without Hers, have their Rent-Services and Alenation-Fines pay'd em 
upon the change of every Proprietor, and aſlume to themſelves the Con- 
cation of Felons Goods and Eitates ; as 1t tne Fat or Lordſhip were the 
Mats irom which thc Eftates had been diſmember'd, and were to be 
Wnted again, 

- We ſpeaknot here but only of the Cuitoms ſcttl'd in the Lordſhips of 
trance, Ene/and, the Low-Coriatries, and ſome other Places : for we are 


nct zgnorant, that m Pc/a:d, 2nd fome parts of Germany, the Frivileces 
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ct Lords are mnci more oxiended | out 10 regard they ate altozether T'y- 


rannical, 
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Treaties of Peace or Alliance between Sover213n Princes, are no I:ts Au- 


tizentick and good then any ct thole before fpccity d, tho at this Day they 
ace thoſe which are the leait regarded, the Greateit part of Princes icoking 
upon I reaties only as indirect ways to attain their Ends, and being per- 
faded that they are not oblig'd to obſerve fem any lo::zer then they terve 
their Turns : pernicious Maxims taat occaion molt 5504p Wars and the Mi- 
{ery of the People. And ſome there are woo proceed to thas Excefs of 
Inadelity, that they never treat but only to gain time, and with a deſizn 
© act afterwards contrary. to what they have promisd and fworn to. 
However, certain it is, that the Obſervance of Treaties ts grounded upon 
the Laws of God and Man, which they moit horribly violate, who faliife 
their Publick Contracts, That the Gbſervance of Treaties is grounded 
upon the Laws of God, is cafe to prove out of Sacred Story, and parti- 
cularly by the manner of the 1ſrachtes acting with the Groeemres, tho' they 
had notdealt fincerely with them, but quite tie contrary had given the 
Hevrews a fallacious account of Things. So that one would have thought 
they ſhould not have held. themſelves bound to {rand to the Agreement, 
more-eſpecially ſeeing that reaton of State and Religion feem'd te oblige 
'em to break 1t, and exterminate that People as well as the reſt : beſides 
that they had all the reaſon in the world to fear their Rebellions and Re- 
volts, ſupported by the Succours of their Neighbours, and the Pollutions 
of their Idolatry. Pretences {ufſhiciently ſpecions to have oblig'd 'em to 
break the Treaty. But m regard they had a {cunder Tdea of Publick A- 
greements.and Compacts then we have, they thouzht they could not 
break it with a fate Conſcience, and rather choſe tro expoſe themſelves to 
the Inconveniences above ſpecify d, then to falfifie rheir Faith with thoſe 
Infidels, wherein they politively ovey d the Motions of the Spirit of God, 
who hath ſeveral times declard himfelf the Avenger of thoſe who after 
they have treated with Sincerity, have unexpectedly been ſurprizd by 
their Enemies, tho' they themſelves were Infiidels. Witneſs Sulran Amn- 
7 ath Emperor of the Tzrks, who relying upon the Peace which Ladiſlaus 
King of Hangary bad ſolemnly ſworn to, dizbanded rhe Greateſt Part of 
his Army. In the mean time Zadiflars over-rul d by the Pernicions Coun- 
ſel of Cardinal 7zz{an, who told him, That he was nor obitg'd ts. keep his 
Word with 2 Tark, entred the Sultan's Dominions, when dreaming leaſt 
of any fuch Thing, and having conſtrain'd him to come to a Batrel with 
{uch Forcesas he could get together of aſudden, J##rath doubtful of rhe 
Succeſs, as the two Armies were juſt ready to engage, Behold Feſns Chriſh 
fd he witha loud Voice, þch9/d thy Chriſtians combin'd together to myRuine in 
defiance of Treaties, Ste here the Peace concladed and ſworn toby them with my 
felf. They have Sworn to it by thy Deity, and the; have falfty d it by their Per- 
Tr 5,and their foul Treachery, They acknowleds'd thee by ther Oath, bat they ree 
ounce thee by the Violation &;, it. Now therefore, if thong art a G9, avenge 
thy ſelf, avenge wie i1p0nt theſe Perfidions People,and let 'em ſee they are not to. go 
«rpeniſh a,who fend thy Deity, T0 Hue of this invocation was,that with 
2 A 
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a Number of Men, muclf inferiour to that of the Hungarians, he utterly 
cefeated 'em, and Ladiſiars being ſlain in the Bartel, he purtu'd tis Victory 
io efectually, thar he made himſelf Matter of the Greateſt Part of the 
Kingdom. And indeed all the World knows that the Law of Nations js 
the Principal Foundation, and that which chiefly authorizes Treaties of 
Alliance, Peace, Truces, Reſignation, Compentation, and generally all 
other Things. So that if henceforward they muſt be look'd upon as 
Songs, adicu publick T ranquility, 'tis to no purpoſe to make any more; 
and Men muſt reſolve to live in perpetual Wars, in an Eternal Anarchy and 
2 Confuſed Mixture of Robberies, Plunderings and all manner of Wrongs 
and Violences, as was to be ſeen in Frazce all the while the Civil Wars 
lated. Which is certainly the moſt terrible Misfortune that can befall a 
Kingdom. Since then Treaties are the Foundations of Publick Tranqui- 
lity upon which every one relies, it muſt be agreed that there is nothing 
more Sacred, and that a Prince who violates 'em, 15 guilty betore God and 
Man of all the Blood thed in the Wars, and of all the Miſeries and Misfor- 
tunes that attend upon 'em. And this 1s the Opinion of Ba/aas, who 
deems that Sovereign not worthy of his Crown, who refuſes to obſerve not 
only the Treaties made by himſelf, but thoſe alſo of his Predecefſours, 
Nevertheleſs thoſe Lawyers who have div'd mto this Queition, whether + 
Prince be oblig'd by the Treaties of him that reign d betore hun, have made 
a diſtinftion. For if a Kingdom be not Hereditary, they have left it to 
him that ſucceeds, either to obſerve, or not to oblerve 'e as he thinks ft. 
Dia in ſucceſſione Juris uot ventunt Oviigationes aetrritti, Bur if the 
Crown comes to him by Succeſſion, they have decided the Point that he 
is bound by all the Treaties and Compacts of his PredeceiTour, and is ty'd 


to obſerve 'em as Religioully as he that raade em. Which is allo groun- 


dcd upon the Diſpoſal of Law, and the Conitituriens of the Emperours, 
by which the Heir, as repreſenting the Perſon of him that made 'em, is 
bound alſo to obſerve all che Contracts and Agrezments which he made. 
Eo quod Heres in foliaum defuntium repreſentet, ex parte etian pro parte re- 
preſentet, & pro partivas cohereaum cenſeargr extranens, : 

We have Enlarz'd a little the more upon the Subject of Treaties and 
Contracts, becauſe upon them it 1s, that the Rights and Interelts of thote 
Princes Concerning Whom we are now to difcourte, are 1n good part to be 
determind, and for that it 1s of great Importance that every Body may be 
tenfible how facred they are, and how highly that Prince offends who 
flights em as things of hittle value, tince they are poltitively Founded upon 
che Law of God, and the Law of Nations. 

Let us now come to Poſitlion, which 1s the Sixth and Laſt Leeal Title 
which Princes may make uſe of to juſtine their Donunion. Poſſeffion 
s 2 Title become jult by Proceis of time, which renders that Legal, which 
Originally perhaps might not be to. ' his 1s that which all the Laws of the 
World are agreed upon, and have therefore hx'd a certain Time, at the Ex- 
piration of which a} forts of Titles are determin d, and the Poſictiion is 
Legitimared, which 1s abſolurely neccflary to ſecure the Eftate of every 
Man. vor but forth's, any Lirizious Perlon might come with Old Parch- 
ments, and dille!ze an unprovided Propriztor, who having loſt his Vri- 
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tings, or by ſome other Accident, might not be :t a Condition, 16 deed lis 
Right. And this would mnfallibly overturn the belt Eſtabhflid Families 
in the World, and open a Door to a world of Contuton and Diſorder, 
The Law then did nothing but what is moſt juſt when it authoriz'd Po. 
ſeſſion. Bur if this Conitituction be extreamly beneficial to private Men, 
it may be faid to be abſolutely neceflary for Soveraigns. For if they Gif- 
agre: among themſelves, the Publick will be ſure confiderably to iufter, 
and therefore 'tis of great Importance to remove all Qccaiions of thei 
D:iiagreement. | 
However, in regard the Pretenſions of Sovereigns are always of very 
Treat Moment, tis not juſt that they ſhould ve {o narrowly preſcrib'd as 
the Claims of Private Men. And theretore ir 1s, that whereas for private 
Men, -Thirty Years of Continud Poſlletiion ſuffices, in the Caſes of: Sove- 
reins and the Church, a Hunder'd Years are admitted : after which alf 
Claims againſt the Poſſefſour are determin'd to be Null and Void, and the 
Poſleffion 1s adjudg'd Legal. This 1s the pure Law of Nations, againſt 
which there -1s no Contending without Brangling and Injuſtice; and it 
behoves all Princes in the World to fubmit to 1t, as they have all unani- 
mouſly acknowledg'd except theſe Laſt Kings of France, who by vertue of 
an Obſcure Salick Law, ſcarce known 1n the world, pretend, that what- 
ever was united to the Crown, ought either abſolutely or of right be un- 
altenable, and above all the Laws of Preſcription, thar under that pretence. 
they may be enabl'd to juſtifie the Invaſion of their Neighbours whenever 


they find an Opportunity. A thing which never made 2 noiſe till the- 


Reign of Francis 1, who made an Edict, by which all manner of Pre- 
ſcriptions, even thole of a Hunder'd Years were declard of no Validity 
againſt him or the Demefnes of the Crown, and that they ſhould be of no 
Force to Detain from him ſuch Rights and Territories as depended vpor 
him. And upon this Foundation 1t 1s, that the King of Frazce at this 
Day reigning, believ'd himſelf to have a right ro Sirarbargh, Luxembureh, 
the Dutchy of Dezx Poxrs, as being. Dependencies upon his- Crown, not- 
withſtanding the Treaties which he or his Predeceſlours had made,. and 
by. which they renounc'd their Right to thoſe Places. But in regard this 
Claim is of no Force, Firſt, becauſe :t 15 an Innovarion ; Secondly, becaute 
it could not be eſtablih'd to the Prejuaice of Princes and Sovereigns, who 
no way depend. upon the Crown or #74zce, tary can never want Juſt: 
fAcation in oppoling it by Force of Arms,

ers of Countries, are Conqueſt and LUſurpation ; it Uturpation may be

After this Explanation, we beheve that there no Bo''y, how lilitera re 
(ever. thar will noteaiily diſtinguiſh betiveen tne Different Rights by us 
{ot cown, and which are of Force and Valuity, and thofe which aro not 
to. To the clearing of which, we ſhall contrioute ail tarther by th 1; v- 
f-SHons annexd; wherein after the Pro, the Reader will alſo find the 
Contra. 

To begin then with the Enquiry, which we ought to ma-e into the 
Pretenfions of the Kings of Fraice to the Crown of Cafrilie, we malt fy, 
that the firſt which are grounded upon the Will and Teitament of ion 
Alphonſo, King of Ovicas, 1 favour of C:aricmaign, are of no Validity 
tor three Reaſons. The frit 1s, that Charlemaign being Emperour, it 
Caſtille were to be incorporated” into onz of his Dominions, 1t would in al 
probabiliry follow, that it mu have been inco the molt noble, which was 
that of the Empire, and not the Crown of France, winch was Inferiour 
fo it; and which ought not to be Jook'd non otherwite then as a Member

_ But the Kingdom of Ca/te/le, neither holds of Frazce nor the Empire, 
by reaſon of this laſt Will and Teſtament ; becaufe- tnere was no reaſon 
for it during the ſtay of Ch:z/cmaigz in the Kingcom, and for that after 
the Death of A/pboy/o, his Nephews ſucceedec, and yet tis no where to 
be found that ever they pay d Homage to any Boy. Moreover granting 
that this Right were good in its ſelf,  'tis now Iolt by a Preſcription of 
above 800 Years. 

*Tis true, that the Claim by vertue of the Marriage of B/2nche with 
Lewis IX. 150f a later Date, however no benefit can now be made of it, 
becauſe it is- above four Centuries ago fince that Marriage happen'd. Bur 
belides a Poſſeffion of fo long fRanding, and fo well ſecur'd by a Great 
Number of Treatics made between the Kings of France and Sparn, where- 
in there was not a Tittle mention d concerning theſe Claims, there are two 
Authentick Ones to be produc'd, by which they are abſolutely renounc'd. 
The firft is of the ſame Zewis IN, who marrying his Daughter B/azch to 
Ferainand ae 1a Ciraa, Grandchild to Ferdinand the Invager, in the Year 
1267. covenanted by the Contract, that St. Lewis ſhould renounce to his 
Danghter Blaxnch and her Succeflours all the Right and Claim which he 
could pretend to have to Ca/tille, And the ſecond bears date in the Year 
x290, between Sanch.s King of Caſille, and Phizp King of France, by 
which he ratifies and approves the Renunciation which Zewis had made; 
and at the ſame time renonmnces all the Rights that he himſelf could 


pretend to,

Now after the Death of King 7:4, and his Daughter Joan, Lewis 
caim'd the Succeſſion as next Air, as we have (aid already z but Sitilla, - 
Mother-in-Law ro King Fs, who had a high Reputation in rhe king- 
com,and who had a Kinanefs for 7:/:nd, causd Don Feramana of Caſtile, 
Duke of Penafief, to be cheſen King, tho' he were no more then the Ne- 
ceaſed King's Nephew. However, he was preferr'd before Lewis by the 
Grandees of the Kingdom, who ſeated him upon the Throne ; which he 
fo well defended by the Force of his Arms, that Lewis was conftrain'd to 
return a Loſer. From this ſame Lewis it 1s, that the Kings of Fraxce 
derive their Fourth and Laſt Pretence upon Arracon, becauſe that his Son 
Reginald having made Charles, Duke of Main, who was Nephew to him, 
kis Heir; he alfo, by his laſt Will and Teſtament, dated December 11.

Enquiries tnto the Pretenſions of the Kzng of France 
pon Arragon. 


wW E have already faid, when we diſcours'd of the Claim which the King 

of France lays to Caſtile, that there was no ground for reviving an 
old Inveſtiture, which never had any Effect, and which betides that it 
was preſ{crib'd by a Period of above $00 Years, vpon due Examination, 
could never be found to have been granted by the Donor as King of F-azce, 
but as Emperour, and fo can never be of any Validity, Now 1n regard the 
Diſpure is here concerning the fame Matter of Fact, the ſame Emperour, 
and the ſame Time, we ſhall fay no more of it, out refer the Reader to 
what has been already ſaid. 

Let us therefore proceed to the more recent Claims. That which is 
grounded npon the Confiſcation of the Knights-Templers Eſtates, granted 
to Philip the Fair, by Clement V, carries ſomething a little more weight 
with it, but not ſufficient to render it EffeCtual, beiides that there are ma- 
ny  Nullities in it. For Firſt, the Pope had no Right to give away that 
Kingdom, belides that in regard it was not ſpecify'd in the Bull, it cannot 
be {aid to be Comprehended therein. But the two ſtronger Reaſons which 
utterly anniſulate this Claim, are, that A/phonſo could not make the 
Knghts-Templers his Heirs to the Excluſion of his Brothers : and in the 
Second Place, the Knights-Templars themſelves renounc'd all their Right to 
the Kingdom by the Treaty which R:ymod,Grand Maſter of the Order,made 
with Don Raymond Berrenger Sor-in-Law to Don Ramira,King of Arr:007; 
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fo that after they were ſuppreſs'd, they had no longer any farther Title: 

[is true, the French will reply, that ſomething may be faid in anſiver 
ro this: but what Reply will we make to the claim which our Kins de- 
Tives from the Inveſtiture grantedby Pope Aartin IV. to Charles of } alis, 
the Son of Philip? We ſhall anſwer, that the Popes have no R: 


ght over 


the Temporals of Princes; that whatever they have hitherro affum'd has 
Deen .Þy pure Uſerpation; which they might fo much the more eafily 
| pretend 
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pretend to, becauſe they were ſure to have thoſe Princes of their fide, who 
were to be Gainers by the Inveſticure 11 the Eitates of Others. And thus 
the Avarice and Ambition of fome Princes, the weakneſs, forbearance, and 
yermiſſion of others, were the only Foundations upon which the Court 
of Rome erected her Unjult and Tyrannical Monarchy. However, great 
and Couragious Princes never acknowledg d this Liiurp d Power ; and we 
have no ſmall reaſon to be furpriz'd, that the King of France ſhould al- 
ledge a'Donation lo Chimertcal, atter thote Proponrions winch he caus'd his 
Clergy to ſign about twelve Years ago. | 

Butſome will fay, that this 1s quite another Caſe, For Arragon 1s 4 Fief 
of the Church, and according to the Law, when the Yatllal is become guil- 
ty of Felony, the Fiet returns to the Sovereign by right of Reverſion, and 
he may difpole of 1t to whom he thinks fitting. To which we ſhall anſwer 
once tor ali,that the Pope being aPithop,netther ought nor can in any man- 


_ ner enter upon a Sovereignty ; and as he never had 4 Right to enter upon the 


Temporalities of Princes, they are fufhciently warranted to ſhale off that 
Yoke whenever it hes in their Power. But to cut off a!l Objections and 
Replies, we need no more then cite the Treaty of C!cr4537 in the Year 1260. 
berween Philip the Son of St. Lewis, and Lon 7ames, King of Arragos, 
by which all the Claims that the Crown of France could lay to that of Ar- 
72g99,were abſolutely rehgn'd and releas'd, with a Diſcharge for the Future 
from all Relevance and Homage. 

There remains then, only the Right of Zew:s I, Duke of jo, who as 
Husband to Te/and of Arragor, ought to fucceed 7.7: his Father-in-Law : 
but this Claim is deriv'd a little too far off ro be ct any value ; the Kings 
of France not having been ever in Poſleffion.but oniy claiming by vertueof 
z Will madeby one that had meerly a dare 7 ice, grounded upon the Will 
of x Prince, who far from having reign'd and pollets'd 47420, pretended 
only to a Title in right of another ; fo that thele Claims are deriy'd to the 
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Crown of France only from Titular to Tirular,and from Wil to WH. Bur 


beſides that the Centuries during which the Kings of 4-7-4292 have been in 
Poſtefſion, give *em a Sufficient Title, which excludes Fr2::ce for ever and all 
that pretend any Title from her,thereis one more Reaton that will admit of 
no Reply ; which is, that Zewis, Duke of 44j9zz,and Don Ferdinand, King, 
or Uſurper of 474g0,reterr'd themielves to a Voluntary Arbitration, and 
promisd to ſtand ro the Deciſion of Nine Lords of the Kingdom, which 
they choſe unanimouſly, viz. three of [A-r4507, - three of Cara/ogna, and 
three of Valencia; who after a {erious and mature Debate, gave the Crown 
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tro Don- Ferainand, by their Sentence pronouncd in the Year 1415.

7 People agree upon the Time that Cata/ogxa began to hold of the 
PE FE F- path "Sib jay, 16 Was Charles the Groſs, who eretted ir 
into an Earldom, and inveſted init Jeffery the Hairy, about the Year 885, 
Others aſſert that it was Charlemaign who gave 1tt0 Teffery of Arrio,which 
co me ſeems molt probable ; it being certain that Chariemaigns conquer'd 
Catalogaa in his march into Spain, as Eghinar reports. Sib? ſabegit ftotum 
Monti Pyrenei jugum, & uſque ad Therum Amnem, qus Hiſpania Agros fe. 
cans, ad Tartoſe urbis Menia Balearieo Mari miſcetur, However 1t were, 
tis ſufficiently known, that till the Year 1131. Catalogza had always pay'd 
Fealty and Homage to France, and that all the Publick Acts were made 
in the Name, and dated from the Reign of the Kings of Frazce, Bar 
D. Alphonſo who reign'd about that time in Arragon, ſtomaching the pay- 
ing of Homage to any Body, declar'd himielt Independent, forbid the No- 
caries to make uſe of any other Date then that of the Year of our Lord, 
and from that time till theYear 1626.at what time the Catalognians revolted 
from Philip theIV the French had never any Homage pay d 'em from thence, 
But they pretend to have acquird a new Right by that Revolt, becauſe 
the Catalsgnians obſerving the Uſual Maxim of Rebels, which is to ſupport 


themſelves under the Protection of their Sovereign's greateſt Enemy, de- 


liver'd themſelves up to the King of France, who receiv'd 'em. And they 
grounded the Occation of their Revolt upon this, that by the Law of Lni- 
on made by James of Arragos in 1320. of the three Provinces of A-ragos, 
Catalogna, and Valencia, he granted Cataiogza certain Immunities and Pri- 
vileges, which being broken, the Cata/ognzans ſhook off the Dominion of 
Spain, and made choice of another Sovereign.

"FI to no purpoſe to alledge the Ancient Rights; for beſides that the 
French have a long time furceas'd to revive thoſe Titles, and for that 
at the ſame Time that Alphoo ſhook off the Yoke, Philip the Augnſt, and 
Lewis VU. ſeem'd to approvethe Act by their Silence, by the ſame Treaty 
of Clermont alſo Prilip reſign'd to Fames all his Pretenfions to Catalogua, as 
well as thoſe upon Arrager. 

The Second is more unreaſonable : for tis an idle thing to ſay that the 
Law of Union could juſtifie the Cata/ogsians from revolting againſt their 
Sovereign ; and the making uſe of fuch Pretences is an open and bare-fac'd 
Attempt to uſurp what belongs to another. However, to ſpeak prop--73 
twas only by vertne of this Seditious Donation, that the King oC £ra#ce 
ient his Viceroys thither, who conrinu'd the Title alfo 2&5 the Pers 
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had reconquerd it, and that he ſometimes ſtill a\ſumes the Title of Count 
of Catalogna: for as to his old Claim, 'tis too much ſuperannuated for 
him to think any more of it. But neither 1s the one any Better then the 
other, ſeeing that the Pyrenean Treaty has moſt poſitively and clearly de- 
cided the Point by the 43d. Article, which contains a Renunciation at 
large, on the King of Fraxce's part to all his Pretenſions to the ſaid County 
and Principalry,

Tre king of France lays two Clans to Roxfſelon, The Firſt, as it is 
a Dependance upon Catalogza, by vertue of the Rights ſer forth in the 
preceding Chapter. And the Second, by reafon of a Loan of 300005 
Crowns which John, King of 4rragou borrowd in the Year 1462. and for 
which he Mortgag'd his faid County of Reſton to Lewis XI, Ring of 
France, who lent him the ſaid Money to fupport the Charges of the War 
which he wag'd againſt the Kings of Caftille, and his own SubjeRts that 
were revolted from him for the Bad Ufage of his Son.

The Other Foan, who adopred Zew:s the II. Duke of Azjonu, was a 
Woman whoſe Condu&. was no more to be commended then the others, 
She had for her Favourite one Caracciolr, that came from the Dregs of the 
People, whom ſhe had advanc'd to the Higheit Employments jn the King- 
dom, by whom ſhe ſuffer'd her ſelf to be wholly govern'd, and with whom 
ſhe led a Scandalous Life in the Face of the Sun, that twas no wonder, 
if Alphonſo, tyrd out with her wicked way of Living, and knowing thar

One of which was that concluded ar Noon, 
in the Year 1516. by which Francis I, King of France refign'd and releas'd 
2] his Pretenſions to the Kingdom of Naples, to the Emperor Charles Y, 
Tis true, that there were other Things which were not perform'd, and it 
may be ſaid, that by Conſequence the Treaty remains Imperfe&t. But the 
Cale is not the ſame in reſpect of the Treaties of adrid, Cambray, Crepy, 
and Fervins, which have confirm'd that of Nozop, upon that very Article ; 
and particularly that Important Treaty of 1524. by which LZewtis XII,

Ximenio, Regi Subarbia, Diletto, &c, \uit as the Kings of Frazce, for 
their Services done the Holy See, have obtain'd the Title of 27o/f Chriſtin, 
which was given em in the Council of Gr/eans, ; fg nn 
TheCrown of Navary has lkewite had this particular Advantage above 
all Others, that it never fell under Collateral Inheritance, every King ha- 
ving always left Ifſue behind him, either Male or Female, till this preſent 
time that their Race is continu'd in Monfieur the Davp5iz, wha, has three 
Children hving. For though he be not in poſleffion of the Kingdom, that 
do's not hinder him from being deſcended in a direct Line, nor from ha- 
ving a great Intereſt in the Kingdom, grounded upon the next and lawtu] 
Inheritance. Which we ſhall make out, by ſaying, that Charles ITT, King 
of Navarr had but one Daughter, natn'd B/anch, who was marry d to John 
King of Arragon, From which Marriage deſcended Charies of Fiana, who 
was poyſon'd by 72a of Caſtile, his Mother-in-Law, and Leonora his Si- 
Ker who ſucceeded ro the Crown, and was the Wife of Gaſton de Fox. 
They had for their Daughter and Heireſs Catherine, who was marry'd to 
Fohn d Albrer, Henry a Alorer, King of Navarr, was taew Son, who 
marry'd Margaret of France, Siſter to Francis I, and trom that Wedlock 
deſcended- Jean, the Only Daughter and Heireſs of rhe Crown, She was 
Queen of Navarr, Princeſs of Boary, Countels of Forx, Armagnac and 
Bigorre, and was marry'd to Anthony of Boxreo Duke of FVeacome, firſt 
Prince of the Blood, from whom deſcended He. IV. the Father of Lewzs 
X{HI. and Grandfather of Lewis XIV. now Reigning. By this Genealogy, 
is to be ſeen the Eſtabliſhment of his Right to an Eftate, which as yet he 
do's not enjoy.

AMong all the Pretenfons of theKing of France.we find none better fxd 
then this, for tho' there be a Poſſeſſion of above 150 Years that makes 
againſt him, nevertheleſs, becauſe thar neitner he nor bis. Predecefſors 
ever politively renounc'd it, therefore it appears to be fo much tne ſtronger ; 
beſides that Phi/ip IT. King of Spain, a Prince that was not of a humour 
to part with his Territories upon a Slight Account, upon ts Death-Bed 
order'd his Son Philip TH, by an Expreſs Cedicil, to reftore this Kingdum 
to the Houſe of Boxrvsy. Tis true, that ne added, In caſe rhe Reftirution 
were no way prejpidiciat to the Cat police, Religion, mor Thc T: anquillit 4 6 The 
Kineder: of Spain, But theſe Reſerrations did no way Enteeble his Ac 
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knowlel:zment, that in good Conſcience 1t did not oe:ong to Bum. Ang 
indeed the Kings of $4iz poflels it by no other Titie then oy a Grant of 
the Pope, who Excommunicated Job 4 Albers, King of Nivarr, and pur 
bis Kinzdom under inrecdiaiion, for the fiighteſt and moit Ilfegai Caule in 
the world. It was F-/zz5 the 1, who at that time govern'd the Holy See : 
and becauſe he hared 4/phonſo  Efte, Duke of Ferrara, but had a great 
Love for his Territories, he Excommunicated him, that he might make 
himſelf Maiter of 'em. Lewis the NIH. King of France, who was his 
Father-in-Law, gave him Afiftance both of Men and Money, which in- 
duc'd the Pope to declare him Excommunicated rpfo fatto, and to ſollicite 
the Engliſh and Spaniards to make War upon him. But 1n regard they 
were to paG through Navarr, King Jo oppos'd 'em. Upon which, the 
Pope let flve his Thunders at him alſo, as adhering to the Frenca, who 
were Friends to the Ferraref, However, by vertue of this Excommuni- 
cation. the Eng/ijh and French ſaz'd upon his Country,as if tney had had a 
firm Titleto it, and ſhar'd it between 'em ; and becauſe it lay more con- 
venient for the Spaniards then the Engliſh, they agreed together for the 
Summ of 500000 Crowns, which the Spaniards either gave or promis'd 
to give the Engliſh; m conſideration of which Money, the King of 
Spain was to have the -whole, except Bern, Bigorre, and fome part of 
Navarr, 

By what has been faid, it appears that the !ting of Spain has no good 
Foundation for his Poſlefſion of this Courtry. Graerwue, we mil? _ nee 
the Popes thoſe Rights which they wita fo much greedinefs cov*! | 
allow 'em a Power to Expel Princes out of tnerr Dominions, when: - 4 
they ſhall take a Fancy to ſhew their Authority, winch would be the ab- 
folute overturning of all Apoſtolici; and Epifcopz! inſtirution. 

For the Spiritual Power of Biſhops no way exrends it ſelf ov-r the 
Temporalities either of Princes or Private Perſons. This is the Cotrine 
of the Ancient Fathers, which 1s to be odieryd in mer Writings, and 
which they preach'd as they had: receiv d it irom che Apofties, Thus $- 
leazins, Biihop of Pto/cmats, declares, That as a Biſhop he hadnot power 
to condemn A:»4a22fras to any Corporal Puiitment, becauſe it was a 
Privilege that Sc:ong'd folely ro rhe Mazittrates, and that all that he could 
doe by vertue of that Power winch 48 had receiv d from Chriſt, was only 
to excommunicate him : andevery where he loudly exclairms azainſt Bi- 
ſhops, wi intrude themſelves into 7 einporal Afairs and Juriſdictions, 
as altogether contrary to til Commiiltion. In a word, that we may not 
enter any farther into this Controvert1z, 'tis ſufficient for the |ultification 
of our Afſtertion as totne Pope and his aſlum'd Juriſdiction in Termporals, 
that our Principle is tounced upon the Oid and New Teftaments, upon 
the Fathers,upon Ancient Practice,and upon Right Keaton ; all which forbid 
that tac Manitters of the Church ſhould entangle themſelves in world- 
ly Intereits, Wiach do but diſtract 'em trom their Religious Duties. 
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Fre City of Adontpeiiier was formeriy an Earlidom annz=d to the 
Crown, ot Arragen, by tae Marriage of (han Counctels of ALirvellicy

And in ceed he provd 
very Succeſsful in his Enterprize, for that after a Siege of fifteen Months, 
which he lay'd to the Capital City where the King of the £55 was kill d, 
with the greatelt part of his Men, who made a w onderful Refi ANCe, Ne mY 
du'd the Ifand. Any other but Don 72570 would have enjoy d his Conqueſt, 
and the Advantage which 1t brought to his Crown.

[. muſt be_acknowledg'd that Bigottry in the Soul of a Prince, is a 
Weakneſs pernicious to his Territories, and-prejudicial to his own Ho- 
nour. Tis good for a Prince to be pious and devout 3 nay, 1t 15 necel- 
fary that he ſhould be ſo. For without 1t, we hold it morally 1mpollible 
that he ſhould govern juſtly, prudently and gloriouſly. But in matter 
of Devotion, as in all other rhings, there 1s a certam Medium, a juſt Me- 
diocrity, from which there 1s no deviating, without falling at the fame 
time into ſome Extremity of Imptety or Superſtition. A Bigot was never 
Politick: and indeed how ſhould he be {o2 ſeeing that Policy is only 
to be acquir d by Experience, Study, and Natural Parts ; whereas Bigotry 
en the other fide is the Daughter of Ignorance. Thus we always find that 
Bigots are-always very ignorant ; which 1nmedutely appears from hence, 
thit they make the Fundamental and Eflential Fart of Religion to con- 
fiſt in Vinegar Faces, demure Countenances and minute Trifles, which 


tor the molt part are the moſt Unprofitable Things 1n the World, And 


theſe fort of People uſually fall into all the Snares that are lay'd for 'em, 
and they that can but find a way to pretend either God or the Saints to be 
of their Party, ſhall make 'em do whatever they pleaſe without the leaſt 
Examination, For proot of this we might cite Exainples enough : but 
we ſhall ncr pur our felves to the needleſs trouble of producing any more 
then this one that makes to our purpole. | 
Don 74iz9 was one of theſe Perſons devout in Tritles. He chought he 
fhould doe a Meritorious Act in offering to the Virgin 4Zzry, to whom 
the Church of AZagettonne 1s dedicated, the Sovereignty of Aajorca ; and 
never conſidering the Conſequences that might attend it, which he forefaw 
fo much the leſs, becauſe it was in his Ear:dom of Afontpellier wherein the 
Church was built, that he eftected his Defizn.

J7 aigns Is an Ifland m the Mediterranean Sea, erected into a Kingdom 
by Pope Boniface, who inveſted in 1t Don Jags, King of 4rr4g05, up- 
on Cordition that he ſhould conquer the 4s: atrer which Don 
Pedro having incurr'd the Indignation of Pope 2artiz the IV, by reaſon of 
the Sicilian Veſpers, he declar'd the Kingdom of Saraigna forteited by him, 
25 well as that of Arragon and his Other Territories, and inveſted in 'em 
Charles of France , the Son of Philip, 1n the Year 1282. Neverthe- 
leſs, Szrdigna never fell under their power, tor that the Kings of Fraxce, 
tho! pretended Heirs of Charles, made ſo little reckoning of that Inve- 
ſture, that Philip to acquire a Better Title, purchasd the lfland of Tags of 
Arragon, together with the County of Aontpe/hier in 1347. Bur becauſe 
there was but one part of the Money pay'd, therefore the King of Arragon 
relinquiſh'd no more then one part of the Bargain, which was the Ciry of 
Aontpeliier and the Dependencies upon 1t. However m the Year 1462, 
it was a fecond time mortgagd to the King of #razce,with the Earidom of 
 Roxfſillon, for the Summa of 300000 Crowns, and tince thar, they have Pre- 
tended the ſame Right both ro the One and the Other,

Ho the Popes Inveſtitures are as bad Titles as any that can be pre- 

' rended to, and that the French know very well how tc bafle em, when 
they are not made 1n their Favour, nevertheleſs they male no Scruple to 
urge ſuch Titles every day ; which only proceeds from a Parijality never 
to be Excus'd. For m this cafe Princes mult a2ree among themiclves, 
whether the Right of Inveſtiture by rhe Fopcs be + .4:i4 or no, to the end 
the Queſtion may be avfolutely derermin'd, In the mean time, till this 
Diſpute be decided one way or other, we ſhall always afferr, that Inveſti- 
tures: granted by the Popes are void and of no Effe&t, by vertue of that 
Natural Axiom, which ſ:ys, that No 07an can give a way that which is 
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one of 215 own, Now then tne Popes not betng Oriztnal Sovereigns of 
all thele Provinces, theretore they have no power to ditpoſe of em. 

As to the Sale of Saraignz, made by Javo King of Arragon to Philip of 
France, it could give: nun no Title to it, becaute the Price agreed upon 
was not pay d. The Title then which the Kings of France might ſeem to 
Urge upon better grounds, 1s the Mortgage of Don 7z4n of Arragcs to 
Lewis XI. Bur i regard it was refign'd and releas d Voluntarily and 
gratis, together with the County of Ronſſillon by Charles VIIE. to D. Fer- 
ainand who took Pofletiion of K again, and for that the Kings of Spar; 
have been ever ſince in Poſlethion of it, it may well be {aid that the King 
of France has na more to do with it. CE

left behind him no Children neither. So that atrer his Death, Valentina 
pretended £0 the Succetlion > as well for that ſhe was the Next Heir, as by 
virtue of her Contract of Marriage ; by which it was covenanted, Thar if 
Tohn, and Pniltp Afaria deceated without Heirs Males, ſhe ſhould fucceed 
to the Dutchy, both ſhe and her Heirs. But her Husband, the Duke of 
Orleans, being kill d at Paris by the Duke of Buargznady's People, and 
Charles his Son a Priſoner in England, where he was detain'd for Five and 
twenty Years together, he could not exert his Claim. Which gave Francs 
Forza, a Soldier of Fortune, and who being alſo the Duke of 44/az's Ge- 
neral, had marry'd a Natural Daughter of his, an Opportunity to make 
himfelf Maſter of the Capital City, and afterwards of the belt part of the 
Country, except Cremena and Piacenza, of which the Venetians had pofſ- 
{e(s'd themfeives. However, the Dukes of Orleans preſerving fill their 
Claim, made ſome Attempr im the Reign of Charles VI, And Lewizs XIT. 
being come to the Crown, the Marriage of his Daughter Claxaia with 
Charles Arch-Duke of A44/t714,the Emperor Maximmnan's Grand-child was 
agreed to; who, upon that Conſideration, granted hun two Inveſtitures, 
the one 1n 1500, the other 1509. And after that, az fell under the 
Dommion of the King of France, by Force of Arms, at two ſeveral times ; 
and Francs 1. gave an Inveſtiture of the Dutchy to Frazcis Forza, the 
Ufurper's Grand-child ; from wizence they derive their Twle to this 
Dutchy.

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As to the Second. tis true, that one half of the Earldom of Chin held 
a long time of the Dutchy of Barr. But the Dutchy pay d Homage awfo 
ro Luxerbireh for the Caltelanitups of Marville and Arancy, tor Conflans 
in Garzeſ,, and the Lordſhip of Aarri, But becaule this reciprocal Hoid- 
ing was 1nconvenient to tne Lords, they have ſeveral times made Ex- 
changes and Compenſations. Among others, by the Treaty concluded 
in 1342. between John King of Bonemia, and Duke or Luxemburgh, and 
Hewmry, Count of Barr, and &veral others. And this Aﬀtur was ab{clutely 
derermin'd by the Treaty made afterwards between Charies It, Duxe of 
Lorrain, and Philip King of Spain, in. 1602. by which they releate to each 
other all Claims and Pretenfions, the one to the Earldom of Ch:»:, rhe 
other to the Dutchy of £ar7.

But to cut all theſe Arguments ſhort off, we need no more then referr 
to the Treaties made, firlt of all detween Lewss Xl, and Philip the Good, 
Duke of Bargxnay, in 1414, by which, he releaſes and refrens, for ever, to 
the ſaid Philip, 41s Heirs, and all other s claiming ntnaer him, all his Rights, 
Titles and Pretenſions whatever to the Earlaom of Chin, and Zaxemburgh, 
And thoſe other Treaties made by Francis I, and his Succeflors, at Madrid, 
Sorſjen, Cambray, Creſpi, and Vervins,

THe Origimal of this Pretenficn derives it ſelf from the Marriage of 
_*  Faaith the Daughter of Charles the Bald, King of France ; who after 
the Death of Richard King of E;g12ud, her firtt Husband, paſſing thorough 
Flange; n her Return home to her ©wn Country, was violently taken 
away by Ba/amin, Great Foreiter of Flanders; who afterwards marry'd 
her, partly by Force, and partly by Conſznt. Which coming to Charles's 
Ear, he was {0 far from being ofended at it, that he erected Flanders into 
an Earldom, in favour of this Marriage, and inveſted in it hisSon-in-Law 
54/412, upon Condition that he ſhould hold ir of the Crown of Frazce 
as a Movant Fief, And fince that time, all the Earls have pay'd Homage 
and Fealty for it to Charles V. who did Homage in his Proper Perſon to 
Francis T. This is what concerns the Sovereignty, But fince the Mar- 
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Hage of ary Terc/z, the Daughter of Philip IV. King of Spain, with

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longs to him by Propriety, and that it devolv'd to him by the death of 
oor gated her Brother, Which we ſhall explain in a Chapter by

TF Uele Claims were formerly very good, but they are now quite out of 
doors. f7ancis I, having rehgnd and releas d 'em all by thar famous 
Treaty of 2Zaarid, which we have cired already many times, as being the 
moſt Imnortant that has been concluded in many Ages, and that by which 
Ezauce renounc'd all her Preteniions ro the Dominions of his Mott Ca- 
tholick Majeſty. We know well, that the French hold that Treaty to bs 
void, becaule King Frances was then a Priſoner when he concluded and 
hen'd it ; grounding their Argument upon this Foundation in Law, Fe//e 
201 creatt#r, qui detinetur : tor which reaſon, fo ſoon as he returnd into 
France, he proteſted again{t this Treaty in an Aﬀembly of the States- 
General, But if this Maxim ought to be admitted, That Kings, when 
Prifoners, can make-no Reftignments of any Validity, tis in vain to Treat 
with 'em, as Tacitr's fays very well : ) It behoves the Victor to detain 'emn 
in perpetual Impritonment, to conquer their Dominions, abſolutely to 
diſpoſlets 'em ; and of Sovereigns, that they were, to make *em wretched 
Captives, in Imitation of the ancient Pagans. Or elfe, fince there 1s no 
reaping any Advantage by taking Priſoners, we muſt make War without 
giving Quarter ; and kill, without Mercy,all that fail into our Hands by the 
Chance of Arms : and then we ſhall fee which is the beſt and moſt equi- 
rable Maxim ; either that which authorizing the Altenations which a Pri- 
ſoner makes to obtain his Liberty, reſtores, by that means, Peace and 
Linion to his Dominons ; or that which by abrogating and declaring 'em 
void, authorizes their utter Subverhon, and conſtrains the Victor to render 
his Victory odious to all Humane kind, by the Maſlacre and Butchery of 
the Yanquiſh'd. But though upon thoſe Principles the Treaty of Aadrid 
ſhould be counted invalid, the ſame cannot be faid of thoſe of Cambray, 
Crepy in Vatois, Chateau ea Cambreſis, and Tervias, which were all made 
and concluded out of a pure Effect of the Frank and Free Will of the

T length we are com* by degrees to the moſt Important Chapter of 
& the Pretenfions of the King of France, For if thele are good and 
firm, there's no occaſion for turning over Authors, or rummaging old 
Records to ſearch after Confatations of Ancient Claims, feeing that by 
vertue of New Ones, he ſhall reunite to Ius Crown not on/y the Sovereign- 
ty, but the Propri-ty of all the Dominions ot his Mott Catholick Majeity. 
Nevertheleſs, in v2vard rois Difference has already attorded Matter for e- 
veral Volumes that have bzen written on Both fides upon this ſubject, we 
ſhall not undertake to handle it ex profefſs, only we ſhall lay down the 
Matrer-of Fact fuch as it is; after which, we ſhall Explain in few Words 
the State of the Queſtion ; wichour engaging in an Examination, which is 
uſually attended with many Replies and Rejoynders on both ſides. 

Philip, Prince of Spain, who was afterwards the Fourth King of that 
Name, upon the 18ch. of Octeger, 1n the Year 1615. marry d the Princeſs 
Elizabeth'of France, the Daughter of Heary the Great, who gave her in 
Dowry the fumm of 500000 Crowns 1n- Gold, and 5ooco Crowns in 
ſewels.

Elizabeth dyed the 16th, of October, 1644. and left rwo Children by that 
Wedlock, Don Ba!thazar and I1azria Tereſa, 

Afterwards Pi marrying 2a fecond \Vite,which was 24:ria Anz of As- 
fria,nad by her three Male Children, two of which dy'd young Charles the 
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Third 1s-{t11} living, and at this Day reigning over the Eſtates of the de- 
ceafed King his Father, as the preſumptive and only Heir of the Crown.

orant em the Propriezty of 'em after the deceate of one of the Marry'd 
Couvle, The Cuſtom of Bzrgnndy differs 1n this, that 1t gives to dl] the 
Children Viale or Female an Equal Portion of the Parents Eftates ; and 
that of Laxembargh allows to the Males in the Partition a Proportion 
double to that of the Females. So thatby vertue of thete Cuſtoms a third 
part of Francme Conte, and a Fourth part of Zaxembrrgh would belong 
to the Dauphin, in Right of bis Mother. 

As for the Dutchy of Limbarg, he demands 1t as 1 Dependence upor. 
Brabant, the Cuſtom of which Gountry makes tor him; it being certain

Theſe are the Pretended Rights eſcheated to Monſieur the Dauphin, the 
Validity of which not being allow'd in Spain, his Father began the War in 
1667. and entringinto Frazche Conte, feiz'd upon Halt of it in lefs then two 
Months, However it was reſtor d by the Treaty of 4:x /z Chapella; bur 
he retook it in the laſt War, tince which time 1t could never be regain'd 
out of the Hands of the Frenc,

WE read that in former times the Sovereign Cities of Greece, that they 
might maintain Peace and Union among themſelves, ſer up certain 
Judges, call'd AmphyiHons, to whom they reterr'd the Amicable Decifion 
of all their Intereſts. Tis an unhappineſs that the Princes at this Day et- ./ 
ther cannot, or elſe are unwilling to doe the lame Thing. We ſhould 
not then behold whole Countries cover d with Soldiers, the Cor ntry-man 
Ruin'd and Pillagd, the Citizens overwhelm d with Taxes and Impoſi- 
tions, the Nobility dilabl d from Supporting the Grandeur of their Con- 
dition,and all Exrope in general groaning under Opprefiion and Mitery, But 
what could ſuch weak and impotent judges doe? tor Princes have aiready 
a Supream Judge above 'em, whole pan Tiny mea they have reafon 
continually to fear; yet for all that, they will be always making unjuſt 
Wars. What then, could Men be able to do that they have neitter Force 
nor Strength to puniſh ? It were rather therefore to be with d, that 
Princes would be Righteous Tudges of their own Caules, do Jultice one to 
another, aGt Sincerely among themſeives, and Religioully and Pioutly ob- 
ſerve the Treaties which they make, and forbear ro make tach diligent 
Scrutinies after Frivolonus Pretences to vreak 'em, It the King of France 
hadever well reliſh'd thefe Maxims, and made choice of them for the Rule 
of his Conduct, he would never have fer up tnete- Preteniions to rhe 
Spaniſh Crown, after the Death of the King, who 1n all outward ap- 
pearance 1s not like to have any Children, much lefs be liable to any ſuch 
Forteitures of his Rights in the Low-Conntries, He cannot be faid to haveany 
Shame or Moderation to go fo palpably and fo directly againſt a Treaty fo 
folemn and fo facred as the Contract of his Marriage, within Fave or Six 
Years after it. was concluded. Let bis Admirers ſay what they pleaſe, the 
king of France can never juitifie a Proceeding fo unjuſt. Had nor the 
Oiſpute been in his Reign, but that rhe Dauphin only had gone about 
zo re-demand his Mother's Rights, 1t would riot have been altogether fo 
Strange. But for Him Himſelf who made the Agreements, who worded 
every Article {0 punctually as not to leave the leaſt occaſion for any doubr, 
and caus'd em to be ratify d in all h;sCourts of Juſtice throughout hisKing- 
dom, for him to retract from what he had agreed to, and relinguiſh'd. 
2nd to declare to all the World, that at the time when ke treated and 
made his Concefſions, that *twas only with a defign to ftand ro nothing of 
Treaty and Agreement, and to cheat his Father-in-law and his Uncle, is a 
Fiing that would hardly be believd, were not the Sun it (elf a Witnef 
ct it.” Bur that ' we may come cloſe ro the matter, it behoves us to le 
the Reacer know, that the Queſtion conſiſts in two Principal Foints. The

Tis a wondertul thing, that the French, who to loudly cry up the Uni- 
on and Impoſiibihty of dividing the Eftates particularly in their own 


Right, yer would* "abſolutely deftroy the Right of $parz, by ſubjeR- 


ing her King to the Local Cuttoms at Countries that depend upon their 
Crown, as 1t the Sovereign of fo ſpacious, fo puiflant and fo Augult 2 
Monarchy were obligd to be govern by the By-Laws of a thouſand Petty 
Juriſdictions that are fubject to 1t. For if they will not admit of Depen- 
dency in Cuſtom, with reſpect of the Members to the Body of the Mo- 
narchy, no more 1s it to be admitted with reſpect of the Parts of the 
Members to the VW hole, and by that means in two or three Generations, 
the moſt Potent Kingdoms will be divided into above a hunder'd Parcels, 
This, if you. would believe em, would be the T rue way 1n a ſhort time 
to make France the Miſtriſs of Erope, and of all the World, for thar ſhe 
would have the only Privilege never to be divided. Nothing is fo un- 
reaſonable as- this Propoſal, nor do's 1t deferve a Retutation. - Neverthe- 
lets, that they may not ground any Pretence upon our Silence, we muſt 
fay, That Cuſtoms are no other then a Utage eſtabliſh d by particular 
Perfons, with the Permiftion and Good Will of the Prince, and which in 
proceſs of Time obtains the force of a Law among em; but not in regard 
of the Sovereign, to whom Subjects have no Right to preſcribe Laws. So 
that when ever fuch Laws are reduca to a Settlement, . 'tis always done 
by the Prince's Permiffion, and they heve all along refery'd their Sove - 
reign Right and Authority. As 1s notoriouſly to be ſeen in that of Zowers, 
wherein the King makes this Refervation, withort Prejridice to the Kings 
Rights arid Preregatives” and in that of Brabant, wherem this Claule i5 
inferted; withont Preriaice to our Prerogative ana Authority, *Tis in vain 
then to urge theſe Cultoms, and to deduce from Them a Right to diſmem- 
ber the Dom:nions of the Moir Catholick King. The Crown of $7.27 has

Then let France ſurceaſe to urge her pretended Rigat of Devolution, 
and to irnpoſe upon the Brabanaers, by going about to periwade 'em, that 
ſhe only aRs in the defence of her particuiar Laws and Cuitoms, She 
only makes uſe of that Pretence to gain their Country, ana would overturn 
em to preſerve it. She upholds, as ſhe pretends, this Right in their Fa- 
vour : but her Intentions are afterwards to deſtroy it, to their Ruine, by 
incorporating Brabazt into her Crown for ever ; and then we ſhould lee 
after what manner ſhe would mannage the Right of Devolution. 

To all that we have laid, we muſt farther add, That we may ſtop the 
Mouths of the French, who at any rate would have it, that the Cuitoms of 
Brabant ſhould be obſerv'd, that this Devolution 1s not fo indifpentibly 
obſeryv'd, but that the Children may renounce 1it in favour of a ſecond 
Marriage of their Father or Mother ; which is a Thing that happens 
every day. | 

Let ns now proceed to the Second Point, wihick concerns the Renunci- 
ation made to the Crown of Faiz by the K. of France and the Queen his 
Wife, in favour of P4i/ip TV. by their Contract of Marriage. Never was 
Treaty more Authentick, nor of greater Importance. The Grand Bufinefs 
of it was, to reſto:e Union anc a good Underſtanding between two Poten- 
tates that nad been a long time at Variance; to put an endrto a Cruel War 
which could not prove otherwiſe then fatal to one of the two Kingdoms, 
and perhaps to Both, to terminate the Diſputes that were the occafion of 
't5 and laſtly, to lay the Foundations of a lafting and folid Peace, which 
oy eſtabliſhing a good Correſpondence between the two Kingdoms, might 
iettle 'em.in Plenty and Tranquillity. And in regard that woful Expe- 
rience, together with the Different Intereſts of the two Princes, made borh 
afraid, lealt inftead of a Firm and Lafting Peace,it ſhould only prove a Ceifa- 
rion of Arms to recover Breath, and gather Strength for new Vexations 
of each other, twas thought rhe Only Expediet to fortifie and afſure a 
tong and durable Peace by a Matrimonial Alliance between the two 
Crowns. Thereupon a Match was propos'd between the King of France 
and the Infanta 7aria Tereſa ; but there was an Obſtacle almoſt unſir-

theleſs, the *French would ſhake off this Renunciation by the Rubricks of 
the Palace, as a Petty Burzain of Four Sous concern, berween Private Per- 
fons. And upon this Principle they alledge the Roman Law, the Conftt- 
turions of the E -IMIPErOrS, 2 and the Sentiments of ſome Doctors, who con- 
demn thei forts of Renuncitions.

Vainly therefore dos the French atrack with 
the Rubricks of Bartholzs, ſuch facred Treaties as theſe, winch wy re the 
Unanimous DiRates of Nature, Fiety and Afﬀection for our Native 
,QUNTTY. : - 

7 Nor: but that if we defien'd to defend our feives with the ſane Wea- 
pons which they make uſe of to attack us, we could not oniy ward off 
cheir Blows, but employ 'em offenfively with Succeis., For every Thing 
tpeaks in defence of the Crown of Spazz, the Canon and Cinl Law, the 
Law both written and unwritten, and if they were filent, the very Stones 
would Speakin fo Juſt a Cauſe.

and becauſz ir is uſual to ſee Parents more particularly and more atfecti- 
onately enclin'd to ſome of their Chil:ren then others, *tis certain that 
many would have mace uſe of their Sovereign Authority to force thoſe 
for whom they had the leaſt Kindneſs to relinquiſh their Titles for the 
benefit of their beſt belov'd: and in regard the Law it {elf had beert the 
Occation of theſe Diforders, 'twas neceffary to apply a Remedy to 'em, 
that fo the Renunciations of Children in favour cf their Parents might be of 
no Validity, Now 1 regard the Renunciation in queſtion is of the ſame 
Nature z and tat the Part of that Law which-gave occaſion to the other, 
by granting to the Farhers an Abſolute Power over the Lives of their 
Children is abolith'd, it follows that the other part which was Enatd in 
conſequence of 1t,ſhould be Gifannuil'd in like manner.

cefſion to the King of Spain, in the fame Terms, and upon the ſame Con- 
ditions that his Niece and her Daughter-in-Law did afterwards, This is 
a thing puviickly known ; and ſeeing that at that time there was not a 
word {aid againit that Renunciation, they have as little reaſon do do it at 
this day. The only doubt then, that can now remain 1n the Mind of our 
Readers not well inflrued in this Aﬀair, is to underitand whether the 
Renunciations of the Infanta 2Zaria Tereſa, and King Lewis XIV, were 
really Exadt, Authentick, and no way ſubject to Explanation. For which

He Reſult of this Extract and of his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty's Prodtor, 
is in few Words, 1 have got Poſſeſſton by Force of Arms ; T have kept it 
auring the War, by Force of Arms: Ana 1 reſolve to keep it after the Peace. 
For in ſhort, it is ridiculous to fay, That becauſe there is nothing Cove- 
nanted in particular about the Reſttution of thele Piaces, that therefore 
the King of France has a Right to preſerve 'em, or rather to keep 'em by 
force.

A Frer the Fall of the Roman Empire, Z:garia was annex'd to the King- 
© + dom of the Lombaras, of which it was a' Province till the Year 795. 
at what time Ch:r/emarn having defeated Diazer, King of the Lombards, 
conquer d the City of Genoa, as well as the reſt of 7taly, except Venice, 
Heplac'd a Governour there, whoſe Name was Ademar, and to render his 
Juriſdiction more Contiderable, he added to it the Ithand of Corfs, which 
belongs at this day- to the Genoefes, From this Conquelt it is, that the 
King of France derive: his firſt Title to Gezoa, as Succeſſor to Charlemain, 
whoſe whole Monarchy he looks upon as his own. 

His Second Title is deduc'd from hence, that in the Year 1390. the Ge- 
yoeſes finding themſelves hard prefs'd upon by the Yenerians their uſual 
Enemies, they had recourſe to Charles VI. King of France, and put them- 
{elves under his Protection, to the end he might give''em that Affiſtance 
which they ſtood in need of. Upon which he ſent his General Bozcican: 
with a Powerful Army, who beat the Fexetians, and afterwards receiv d 
the Homage of this City inthe Name of Charles, his Maſter. 

This Dependance upon the Crown of France, to which the Genoeſes by 
a voluntary At, ſubmitted, that ſo they might be ſuccour'd againft the 
Vezetians, was confirm'd and renew in the Year 1458. For that fearing 
zo fall under the Servitude of the 4075, or to be ſubdu'd by the Duke of 
471an, they ſent Peter Frogoſa to Parss, to Charles VIE. with a Requeſt 
rhat he would once more take their City into his Protection, and ſuccour 'em 
ag2inft their Enemies, and withal ro promiſe in their Names, Fidelity and 
Acknowledgment. Charles, who defir'd nothing ſo much, conſented to: 
their Submiſſion, and ſent John, Duke of Avjor, to receive their Oath of 
Fidelity, 

Ent Þ regard the Gexoefes are Extreamly Turbulent, and Great Lovers 
of Change, they ſoon broke all their Engagements which they had made 
with France, and ſhaking off the Freach Yoke, expell d the Garriſon, and 
pretended to be abfolutely Free and Independent. Bur this laſted not

Dutcheſs of 2/az, did Homage and fiwear realty in his Behalt to Com- 
mifſioners, whom Lewis ſent for that Purpote,and to whom ſhe pay d Fitty 
Thouſand Ducars for the Inveftiture, which was m the Year 1478. 

Charles VIH. his Son, in like manner, inveited in it Zodow!ch Sforae mn 
1484. who did Homage for it in his own Perſon, Cparle refuting a very 
Conſiderable Summ, which Zodov!ck oferd him, that he might be. ad- 

mitted to doe 1t by a Proxy. But afterhis Death, the Genneſes revolted 
again, and with greater Fury then before. For they not only broke down 
the Arms of Farce that were ſet up in ſeveral parts of the City, but they 
cut the T hroats of the Garriſon ; and erected a new Form of Government 
among them{: ches, from which they Excliged the Nobility with that Se- 
Verity , AED by a Law which they made , betore they could be ad:- 
mirted to Dignities and Emp.oyments, they were to prove their Peaſantry, 
and their being Apprentices ro lome Mechanick i c ade 3 Nor was the Duke 
cxcepied, to which Supremacy they advanc'd one P2777 de ia Nowe, a Dyer. 
Fhis Change, as well you may believe, was not withour p pernicious Con- 
ſequences.

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Ertain 1t 1s, that Donations ſo often repeated, are to be accounted a- 
mong the Julteit Claims that can be urg'd. We have futhciently 
prov dt already, and thereiore we conceive It not requiſite to handle this 
Queition over again, Only we muſt fav, that theſe Donations have been, 
practisd in all Ages, and approvd in Sacred Scripture, as may be fzen in 
the Books of ZErxoaxs and Leviticns. Tis allo true, that after a Solemn 
and Voluntary Donation, more-eſpectally when it was attended wit! a 
Safe Protection, there is no withdrawing from 1t, without incurring rhe 
Crimes of Rebellion, and Felony : but all this no way {upyorts the Pre- 
tenſions of France. Now to make a Solid judgment of the Matter, we 
muſt go back to the Spring Head, whether it were in the Power of the 
Genoeſes to give themlielves to the King of France. Tis Evident then 
that they could not. Seeing that from the time that they were Con- 


querd by Czarlemain, they became Members of the Empire, from which - 


they were never fzparated fince, neither under the Reign of Lewis the De- 
bonatr, nor that of Lothaires, nor any other of the Emperors that reizn'd 
fince them. to the Year 1324. at what time out of their Natural Incli- 
nation, they alter d rheir Government, and made choice of a Particular 
Duke 2:::0ng rhemſelves, who was Dominico Fregoza, Neverthelets, they 
a&1d not abſolutely ſeparate from the Empire, but they pretended not 
to acknowledg* it for rhe future, but under the Title of ProteCtion : and 
becavſe they could have been glad not to have held of it all, and yet were 
afraid of being OQutlaw'd , they thought they could not take a better 
Courſe, then to ſhrowd themſelves under the Protection of France, This 
was their Policy in their firſt Infurrection. But in regard that as Mem- 
bers and Subjects of the Empire, they were oblig d to keep themtlelves fix'd 
ro it, neither had they any Right to withdraw themſelves from it. 
So thar their Voluntary Donation , which had been very good and 
Equitable, had it been made by free People, can be look d upon as no 
other then an Attempt againſt the Emperor and the Empire, and a Ma- 
nifeſt Rebellion, becauſe rhey were Natural Subjects. For it ſignifies 
nothing for the French to ſay, That the Empire 1s a Dependence upon 
their Crown. For, Firft, the Propoſition is abſurd in it felf, and then 
the Contrary vilibly appears by the Partition which Zewis the Pros mate 
among his Children, and the Arbitrary Sentence that confirm'd ir afrerward, 
Which being laid down and ac:;nowledgd, who is there that dos nat 
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readily perceive the Nullity of the French Sovereignty over the Genceſes; 
and thar when at the Inltigation of APIATE Deria, they Expelld the 
French out of their Territories, they did but return and ſubmit themfelyes 
to their Obedience under their Real Sovereign, who had always prefery'd 
tis Rights, maugre their Rebellion, which was well acknowledgd by 
all the World, that in the Year 1559. the Marquis of F:2/, who had 
been Expell'd by 'em out of his Dominions, cited Em to appear before 
the Emperor that he might obtain Reſtitution, tho tney were then under 
theProte&ion of France; and becauſe they refusd to fubmur ro the Sentence 
which he gave, he threaten'd 'em with the Imperial Outlawry, which had 
been Efferiually done, had they not at length return d to their Duty.

"Tb above Twelve Hunder'd entire Years {ince $229 was the firſt time 
united to the Crown of France, Clomis having won it from Gondebard 
King of Burgundy, who had fided againſt him with Alzrich, King of the 
Goths; inrevenge of which, C!ox7s expell'd him out of his Dominions, and 
reducd him to a Penfion. But after his Death, he remain'd Lord and 
Maſter of it, in Right of his Wife C!o1/4a, the Daughter of Gondebard, 
who dy'd without iffue: and after thar, it was never divided more from the 
Houſe of France, tho' it had been given ſeveral times in Appannage, to the 
ſecondand third Sons, till the Emperor, Char/es the Bald, gave the Ancient 
Kingdom of Bargandy to B5z57, Count of Aries, to which he joyn'd Sa- 

unger Fealty and Homage to the Empire, of which it has always 
been a Moving Fiet fince that time, 

This Kingdom of A-les ſublilted no longer then under four or five Kings ; 
the laſt of which, nam'd R:ds!phxs, dying without Children, Conrage, 
the Sz: Emperor, inveſted Humbert of AMorienne, in the Earldom of 
$2U07, who W415 then Governor of if, Ameacns, his 50n, {ucceeder tim, 
and was the Head of the preſent Houſe of S$zvoy, which is much more An- 
cient and Illuftrious then Hr-berts, deſcended from the Duke of Sarozy. 
However, Frazxce pretends that all theſe Inveſtitures are of no Validity, for 
that the Empire ought to return by Inheritance to her Kings, after the 
Heath oi Chartes the Groſs, the laſt Emperor of the Car{ovingian Race, from 
which 1t had been uſurp d by Cozrade the Slick; and by reaſon of a Par- 
ticular Claim of the Crown of Fraxce to Savoy, which had been united 
and annexd to 1t lonz before the Empire was erected, and which by

Conlequence ougint to be confider d as one of her Proper Demeſnes,

? Ws an Old Rubrick of the King of Frazce, to pretend a Right to all 
rhe Conquelts of Charlemain, as if the Imperial Crown, and that of 
Erance,\ad been one and the ſame Crown mn histime inſeparable and never 
to be divided ; but 1t ever this Fretence were alledg'd to no purpoſe, que- 
Rtionles it is upon this Occalion, where the Diſpute is about a Movins 
Fief, and which by all the moſt notorious Teſtimony of Hiſtory, has all 
along held of the Empire, and which m.eover fell by Succeſſion to Cor- 
-ade the Szlich, ſo that he had a double 11h when he gave the Inveſtirure 
of this Earidom to Heam#crt of Aforieune, Moreover the Dukes of Savoy 
have been always accounted Feudaries of the Empire, and it is alo to the 
Emperors that they are b2holding for the Greateſt Luftre of their Dignity. 
For it was not only the Emperor Comrade, who Erected Savoy intoan Eart- 
. dom, and gave it to Hamvert ; dut it had never been a Dutchy, had itnor 
been for the Good Pleafure of tne Emperor $:gi/moza, who did it allo at the 
fame time that he was at P4715. So far was Lewis XI as Politick and quick- 
fighted as he was, from pretending to any Sovereignty over it. Alluredly 
in the Year 1514. the D. of Savoy took a new Inveititure from the Empire, 
and caus'd the Title of Ferpetual Vicar of tne Empire to berenew'd rohim, 
which had been granted to his Predeceflors in 1336, by the Emperor 
Charles IV. For tho at the Sollicitation of Anarucints, Biſhop of C TeMeETA , 
and upon the Importunities of fome Princes of the Empire, Afivin!ias 
revok'd it, 1383. Nevertheleſs the knowing that was given him, is futh- 
cient to make it appear that he held * che Empire only, as now he do's; 
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the Title of Vicar of the Empire, being an Interior Dignity, which of 


neceſſity requires Submiſſion and Dependence. 

As for the Title of Francis T, by his Mother Lempe of Savoy, there is 6 
lice? Juſtice in it, that tis hardly worth the Taking Notice of it, For in 
ſo, where is that Law in the World, unleſs it be that of pretended De-

> [OT to perplex our felves with an Impertinent Scrutiny when and 
-Y how Lorrain came firſt to be annexd to the» Crown of Fraxce, 
wz2 ſhall only fay, that all Hiſtories teſtifie that after the Death of Lew; 
the Debonaire, 1t fell to the ſhare of his Son Lotharizs, who was Emperor, 
and who gave it his Name, abrogating the Names of Azſtrafiz and Mets, 
by which it was call d before. Bur after the Death of Zo:haire and his 
three Children, C.-/cs the Bald got poſleTion of it by Force of Arms, and 
kept it till Charles the Groſs, being call d to the Regency of the Kingdom 
of France, during the Minority of Charles the Simple, the General Eitares 
reſtor'd to. him Lorratz, m Contequence of which, he causd himſelf to be 
Crown'd King of ir at 4ets, without the lealt Scrupie. Bur tho' this 
Reſtirution were molt juſt in 1t-felf, and fo much the more vaiid and au- 


thentick, becauſe the: States of the Kingdom had both unanimoutlly and: 


willingly agreed toir, nevertheleſs Lewris a Ortremer, and Lothair his Son, 
pretended that this was no Legal Alienation, and did their Endeavours to. 
conquer it; bur th: Emperors A-n0/4, Conrade and Othe, guarded it fo 
well, that the King of France could not ſet his Foot in It. However, be- 
exuſe Ocho had no mind to quarrel with LZethaire, he endeavour'd an Ac- 
commodation of the Difference, by giving the Inveltiture of Zorraizz ro 
Charles of France, iis Brother, erecting 1t into a Dutchy holding of the 
Empire. Which was $ far from izpisfying Zothaire, that it did but ex- 
alverate him tie more, and mducd him to declare War againit the New 
ike of £or7atn, wherem he was ſeveral times beaten. - 1 hiz Var occa- 
ton d his Exctuiion from the Crown of France, which fell to him by 
inheritance atter {12 1zath of Zetnaire, For the French afraid lealt when 
lie came to be their king, he ſhould reca] to mind the Injurics they had 
done hum, and {tek his Revenge, declar'd him an Enemy of the State, and 
for ever uncapadle to fucezed, boch kimfelt and his Off- ſpring, EleQting 
in his room Hugh Capet, the Son of Firgh, Count of Paris. From this 
Crarles 18 18 that all the Dues of Lorram are deſcended even to this day ; 
who have all along pay'd Fealty and Romage to the Emperors, as Princes 
and Guidons of the Empire,

covenanted, That the Dutciy ſhould be deliver'd into the Hands of Rene 
Duke of Aj, during Lite; ind thar after his Death, ic ſhould return 
to Fery, and the Heirs of the Body of To/and. However, Rene, without 
any regard to his Promiſe, nor the Intereſts of his Daughter, by his Laſt 
Will and Teſtament, declar'd Charles az ATaine, his Nephew, to be his 
Heir, not only to the Dutchy of Zor74:2, but toall the Kingdoms and Coun- 
tries to which he had any Right.

of his Territories, farting afreſh Agreements made with him in the 
Years 1662, and 1663.

The Title which the King of France derives from Ree Duke of A411, 
is no better then the rother, For who ever heard ralk of acquiring Crowns 
in right of two or three unjult Teſtators, who bequeath d 'em to the Ex- 
clufion of the lawful Poiſeflors. For in ſhort, the Dutchy of Z:rraiz 
being acknowledg'd to be a Fiet of the Empire, was conſequently Male, 
and ought to have return'd to Aathony of Lorrain, the Son of Frederich. 
This is a thing not to be {crupl'd in the leaſt, Bur ſuppote that Lorrain 
were 4 Female Fief, and that Revs Duke of jo were the lawtul Poſſet- 
ſor of it, to the Exclufion of Frederick and bis Heirs, in Right of his 
Wife 7avel, it naturally follows, that after the Death of his Wife J/abe/, 
the Dutchy belong'd to Toland Is Daughter, marry d to Fery of Lorrain, 
and to her Succeffors ; and that all the Laſt Wills and Teſtaments made to 
the contrary, were injurious and unjuſt, fince rhey deprivd the Lawful 
Heirs of the Diadem, to bequeath it to Strangers, 

As to the laſt of the King of Frazce's Preren.ions, which are grounded 
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upon the Treaties concluded with the deceas'd Duke of Zorrain, in 1662. 


and 1663. it may be faid, That they are jtll lefs to be jultity d. He 
treated with a poor Prince, who was crazd in his Underſtanding, looſe 


and wavering mi his iudgment , and who faw himſclt in the Power of a 


Potent Enemy, without any Forces to oppole him ; and, laftly, who re- 
tracted ſhx Months after from what he had promisd. Which, it they were 
not good and ſufficient Reaſons, 3t muſt be allow'd at leaſt, that the 
King of Fraxce ought to have perform'd thoſe Agreements which he 
had covenanted on his part, if hz intended to oblize the Duke to per- 
form rhe Treaty ; and that fince he did not fulfil his Covenants, rhe 
Treaty was effectually difioly d. Now, all the World knows that 
the Duke of Z5r7atz never receiv'd a S$9/s ; and that the King of France 
was fo far from cauſing the Princes of that Houſe to be acknowledg'd 
Princes of the Blood, that he orderd a Remonftrance to the contrary 
to bz preſented to him by the Princes and the Parlament, who refusd 
fo regiiter it ; and that aCtually fince that time, as before, the Princes of 
Lorrain have enjoy d no Rank in Fravce, He ought, in like manner, ro 
ſtand to the Treaties of After, the Pyreneans, and particularly to that

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Pretenſins of France to the Principality of Orang 


y | Hat City bvelong'd formerly to the Kingdom of Burgunay, which Clogzs 
united to his Crown after the Dearh of King Gondebazlr, his Brother- 
in-Law. But the Saracens afterwards making themſelves Maſters of it, 


kept it till roward the Year 800, At what time, St. 7:1:am, Count of 


Tholexze, re-rook it from 'em, and for that reafon was inveſted in it by 
Charlemaigy. From which Inveſtiture it is that the King of F-ace de- 
rives his Claim ; as allo, for that fince rhat time it was annext to the County 
of Provence, of which it held ; and in regard he is at preſent the fole Pol- 
feſſor of that County, by virtue of the Wills and Teſtaments of Rent of 
Anon, and Charies du Maine his Nephew, by conſequence hepretends to 
be Sovereign of the City of Oraxge, 

Beſides this, the Dutcheſs of Neworrs ſets up another Title alſo, upon 
a pretended Subſtitution of the Houſe of chalons ; by virtue of which, ſhe 
commenc'd a Suit againſt the Prince ſome Years ago, and caus'd the Prin- 
cipaliry to be adjudg'd to her by a Decree of the Parlament of Paris, which 
was neither ſet on foot, nor adjudg'd, but by the King's Order. How- 
ever, the States-General of the Unread Provinces interpoling in the Aﬀair, 
and M. Heinſins, who was ſent by the Prince, having clearly made out the 
Invaizdity of the Dutcheſs's Demand, the King was enforc'd to furceaſe his 
Profecution till the Beginning of this War; at whar time he made him- 
ſelf Maſter of it, as he did of fzveral other Places which he found unable 
to withſtand him, | 


Engquizies into the Pretenſions of the Kzng of France to the 
Principality of Orange. 


*J: I'S true, that Orange was formerly a Part of the Kingdom of Bur- 
 gundy; and that a long time afrer, Char/emargne inveited Count 
William in it, But that Inveſtiture deſtroys the Claim of the French; it 
being certain, that as Emperor it was, that he erected this Fief, as well as 
all the ret, and not as King of Frazce, This is a Truth that ſpeaks it felf, 
and yet there is no way to make the French underſtand it, They fill re- 
turn to their Old Aftzrtion, That the Empire was united inſeparably to 
the Crown of France, in the Perion of Char/cmaigne, and that theretore by 
conſequence they have a Right oi Sovereignty over all that holds of the 
Empire, Which we leave to the Judgment of all Unbyais d Perſens, 
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"But though this Point ſhould be allow'd 'em, they _couid rea p out little 
Advanrave from ir, ſeing that Revs of jor fold, retign d, convey d _ 
made-over to Lewss of Chalens, Lord of Orange, all his Rights of Homage 
and Sovereignty which he had over that City, for Itteen ©01 {and Livres, 
by a Treaty made m the Year 1470. whiciz was afterward ratit) d and cen- 
frm'd by Lewis XI. who gave Permiſſion to IYillizn, the Son of Lew, 
to {tile himſelf, By the Grace of God, Prince of Orange ; to grant Pardons 
to Offenders ; to Coin Gold and Silver Money ; and in ſhort, to 2xercile 
the full Extent of Sovereign Power over the City of Orange ; 25 be real] y 
did, both he and his Poſterity, till that Principality tell into che Houfe 
of Naſſaz by the Marriage of Philip with Eleanor of Bowrom, by which it 
was in like manner enjoy'd with all the Prerogatives of Sovercignty. 
But the King of France, for whole Amoition £Exrope 18 not ipacious 
enough, could not brook ſuch an Independency in the Middle of his King- 
dom, which ſpurr'd him on to ſet up Madam Nemozrs, and her Chimerical 
Title, as a Prerence to ſeize upon the City, or at leaſt to aicribe to him- 


ſelf the Sovereignty of it, by obliging the Prince to Relinquiſh his Soverez 


Juriſdiction, as a Means to prevent the total Los of it, And indeed, he 
has at length carv'd to his own Satisfaction, as having not only raz'd the 
Walls, but blown up the Tower which was one of the molt Impregnable 
Places in all that Country. And one would think he had acquir'd a par- 
ticular Right over that City. conſidering how terribly he has treated the 
Inhabitants of the Reformed Religion, efpecially the Miniſters, whom he 


ſill derains in cloſe Impriſonment, though he has releas'd all the reſt, 


The Pretenſi9ns of France to Avienon, and the Connty 
of Venifltn. 


'T I S needleſs here to ſet forth, how the City of Avignon depended at 
the Beginning upon the Kingdom of Barganay, and afterwards upon 
the Earldom of Proverce ; 'tis ſufficient that the Kings of France have pol- 
ietsd the one by virtue of the other, upon the fame Title they pretend at 
tins day tothe Sovereignty over it, at leaſt. 
Joan Ill. Queen of Naples, fold rhe County of Avignen to Clement Y, 
tor Sixty thoutand Florins; and this Donation was afterwards confirm d 
by ST. Lewss, to terminate the Diflcerence which he had with the Holy See, 
touching the Vpper and Lower Langxedec ; in which the Pope pretended 
to have a conſiderable Intereſt, as having been won from the Albigeois by 
the Arms of the Church, againſt whom ſhe had ſent a Croiſade under the 
Leading of the Count de Afontforr, That War was remarkable for the 
Death of Five Kings that periſh'd therein ; and for the famous Batrel of 
Atorer, wherein Don Pedro, King of Arragon, was flain. This Battel was 
tought in the Year 1206, After which, the Count of Aontfort being 


Maſter of the Country, committed moſt horrid Murthers and Maftacres 
of thoſe poor People who were io ſtedfalt in their Relizion, that without 
any hefiration, 


they flung themſelves into the middle of the Flames wirk 
their

their Children in their Arms, rather then renounce their Faith ; neverthe- 
leſs all theſe Cruelties-which they made uſe of againſt 'em, were not ſuf- 
ficient utterly to exterminate 'em ; only they did not appear ſo numerous 
as before, rill the Year 1524. at what time Calvin openly Preach'd thoſe 
Do&rines which the Reformed averr to be the fame with thoſe which the 
Albigeois profels'd. But to return to our Subject : The Pope believing 
that after thoſe People were ablolutely reduc'd, their Country belone'd to 
Him, ereted it into a Kingdom, and inveſted the Count de Aonfort in it, 
under the Title of King of Occitanta. 

The King of Fraxce, as in Juſtice he might doe, oppos'd it, alledging 
that Gaſconie and Langaeacch, had of a long time belong'd to him, and 
that if his Subjects had rebell'd, and had embrac'd Erroneous Opinions in 
deſpite of his Commands, that was no ſufficient Reaſon why he ſhoulg 
loſe his Provinces, anciently and lawfully annex'd to his Crown. Never- 
thelefs, becauſe he was well enough acquainted with the Spirit of Roe, 


and for that he tear d the Conſequences of that EleCtion, he wheedl'd off 


the Count of Aonntfort, and to make him amends, advanc'd him to be 
Conſtable of France, and gave him the Governments of Poitox and Tox- 
74in; and as for the Pope, he pacifyd him likewiſe, by giving and re- 
grin to him anew, the City of Avignon, together with the whole Coun- 
ty, which was poſleſs'd by the Holy See already. Whether the King of 
France did well and Politickly in granting ſo many Honours and Eſtates 
to the Count of Afortforr, upon whom he ought to have look'd as his 
Enemy,or at leaſt as a Perſon very much to be ſuſpected, we ſhall not go 
about to determine : for the Court of Rome was very Potent at that time. 
She excommunicated and depos'd Kings for a Trifle ; nor was there any 
Violence or Cruelty which ſhe did not commit under prertence of Re- 
ligton. This 1s the Nature of that Court, which will never alter : for 
tho' ſhe be much fallen fron that high degree of Grandeur and Puiſſance, 
yet her Genius and her Inchnations are ftill apparently to be diſcover'd by 
_ the Dreadful Juriſdiction which ſhe Exerciſes in her Tribunals of the 
Inquifition. The way which ſhe took td make her ſelf Miſtreſs of the 
County of YVeneſſen, is another Proof of the ſame Aflertion, For the Count 
of St. G:/es, who was Lord of it, being inform'd by the Complaints of a 

or Widow, that the Curate refusd to bury ce Body of her Husband, 
becauſe ſhe had not ready Money to pay him upon the Nail, -was fo in- 
cens'd at ſuch a piece of Inhumanity,that to make him anExample,he com- 
maaded a deep Hole to be 1aade in the Ground,and rhat the Curate ſhould 
be buried alive, together with the dead Corps, which already began to be 
very noiſome. The Pope, who at that time lay at Avigzoz, orderd the 
Count to be ferzd, Excommunicated him, and ſhut him upin a dark 
and cloſe Dungeon, where hz made him doe Penance for ſeveral Years 
pane Deleris, & aqua Aguſtic. After which,be let him out to undergo the 
Amende Honcr able, his Shirt hanging out, lis Hands ty'd behind him, and 
bare Foct; thus he caus'd him ro be lead through theStreers inProcz!iion,and 
Whipp'd as he paſs'd alone : and all this done, he forcd him to renounce 
his Right to all his Lands and Lordſhips, and then ſent him to Priſon 
again, there to end his miſfrabls days,. which were not many : for ben 
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expos'd of a ſudden to the Light, ater a Tedious impriſonment 45 it were 
in utter Darkneſs, befides the Severity of his npping, all this together 
with the Ignominy he had undergone, his Grief and Deſpair of ever en- 
joving his Liberty wrought ſuch an Etect upon him, that he dy'd in 
Twelve Days after ; leaving to his Polterity a tamous Example of the 
Barbarity of the Court of Ame. - | 

This Acquificion, as you ſee, was not only Unjuft. but Tyrannical and 
Criminal ; nevertheleſs becauſe that by the ireary ot St. Zewis, the Holy 
S2e has been acknowledg'd Lawful Proprietor of Yez-//:2. as well as of 
Avignon, we will not conteſt it with her, notwithſtanding the uſual Alle- 
gation of the French, That Lands united once to their Crown, are never 


' to be ſeparated by Alienation or Prefcription. Whuch 1s all the Reflexion 


we think requiſite to make upon tius Chapter, 


Pretenſ;:ns of France #0 th: Exarchie of Ravenna, and 
the Comty of Pentapoji. 


Fter the Fall of the Roman Empire, the £99974; made themſelves. 
Maſters of 1:aly, and fertl'd a Kingdom in 1, which lafted about Two 


Hunder'd Years, during which time they 1o terribly oppreſs d the Popes, 


and held 'em in fo great Subjection, that they were oblig d to have frequent 
Recourlſe to the Protection of rhe Conttantinopolitan Emperors, or the 
Kings of Frazce. Among the reſt, Pope Zachary call'd in King Pepsn to. 
his aid, about the Year 7568. againſt Rachifes, Duke of Fix), who was e- 
le&ed King of the Lowbaras, aiter the Death of Luitprand, And Hittory 
reports, that Pepin, after hehad paſs d the Mountains, wentto Rome, where 
he was-Crown'd King of Frazce ; after which, he march d againit Rachifzs, 
and being juſt ready to join Battel, he male a Solemn Vow, and alfo 
caus'd Letters Patrents to be drawn up in due Form, to give the Exarchat 
of Ravenna, which contain'd Sixteen Cites, and the Country of Pertapotss 
that comprehended Thirteen, to the See of Rowe. In performance of 
which, after the Defeat of Racir/zes, he himfelf lay'd the Keys of all tho 
Cities upon St. Peter's Altar, by that ſame ASt to render his Donation fo 
much the more Authentick ; reſerving to himſelf of the whole Country 
nothing but the Sovereignty only. However, ſome time after, Didfer, 
who ſucceeded Rachiſus, having once more deſpoyl d the Pops, Charlemaiy 
came as his Father, into Zaly, of which he made himſelf tote Matter, after 
the Defeat of Dzater at the famous Battel of Ver/e;l, where he was taken 
Priſoner and ſent into France. After this, Charlemain march'd directly 
to Rome, where he was Crown'd Emperor, and confirm'd ft) Pope Adrian 
the Donation which Pepin had made to his Predeceflor of the Exarchie- 
and the Country. of Perrapolis, And upon theſe tivo Donations it is, that 
the Kings of France ground their Pretenfions to the Ecrlefialtical Eftate; 
for wiuch they have ſeveral times demanded Fealty and Homage of the 
Popes, who as they fay, were not inveſted but upon that Condition, 
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Enquirics #19 the Pretenſions of the King of France tg 
the Eccleſiaſtical State. 


"Here ars many, Kinds of Donations ; but not to loſe Time in vn- 
folding em one after the other, we thall only ſay, that they may be 
generally reduc d to two ſorts. The one is without any Reſerve or Re- 
{triction 3 fo that he who gives, has no longer any Right or Claim to any 
Acknowledgment, or otherwite for the Thing given, which becomes from 
that very moment the Propriety of him who receives and accepts it. Theſe 
kinds of Donations were formerly forbid among the Corizthians, and 
ſome otter Feople who look d upon 'em as unjuſt; but they were after- 
warGs authoriz d by the Law of the Twelve Tables; and more particularly 
by the Law of Cliriltianity, which recommends to all the World the Ac 
of Giving, without any Expectation of Recompence, but that of Well- 
Doing, according to the Precept of the Goſpel, rhat it is better ts Gree 
then ts Recerve, more-eipecially ro thoſe who are in want. The Second 
fort of Donation properly concerns the Utfufruftuary Enjoyment and Be- 
nefit only of the thing given; fo that He who receives 1t, is after that 
bound to Acknowledgement and Fealty to his Benefa&tor. All Fiefs 
in Capite held of the Crown, are of this Nature. Now the 
Queſtion is, whether the Donations of Pep:a and Charilemain are of this 
Second Nature. For in this caſe there 1s no contending with Fraxce for 
the Right of Sovereignty over the Exarchat and Pentapolis, But in regard 
the Originals of theſe Ancient Acts are loſt, we are oblig'd to refer our 
{Ives ro Hiſtory, which afſerts nothing Poſitive as to this Matter of Fa&. 
It only tells us, that after thoſe Donations, the Popes had ſo great a Reſpett 
for the Emperors and Kings of France, that Pope Aarias being cited before 
Lewis the Debonaire, he made no Scrupleto appear in order to the juftify- 
ing himſelf, $:20:1z25 alſo reports and aflures us, That he had ſeen feve- 
ral Acts of Submifſion made by the Succeflors of Aarian to the fame Loxis 
the Debonaire, and Charles the Bald; which never could have been, had 
they not been look'd upon as Vaſlals ro the Crown of Frazce, for the 
Countries given em by King Pepin, Tis true, that we might aledge 
what has been {aid before of other Inveſtitures granted by Charlemasrn, that 
he Conterrd 'em only as Emperor,and fo,that the Eccleſtaſtical Eſtate ought 
to hold of the Empire, and not of France, But in regard we hnd that 
Pepir had made the Donation before Chariemain, and that the Latter did 
but confirm the Donation of thg Former, that Reaſon would not be of 
any force. The only Reaſon therefore that can be alledg'd againft the 
Pretenfons of Frarce in this caſe is, that they are abſolutely pretcrib d and 
loft by vertue of a Poileſhion of ſeveral Ages; belides, that it is of as great 
Imnortance for the Good and Repoſe of Exrope, that the Pope ſhould not 
be {ubie&t to anv Prince, 2s 1t is of higheſt Moment that he ſhould not 
uſurp any Right or Authority over the Temporalities of Princes. The Rea- 
!9n is, becauſe the Monarch of whom hehetd, whether Emperor or King 
of F-ance, who are already but too potent, would then become more 
| 2 powerful 
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erfal ill, by means of the Spiritual Power which they would then 
po ena as well as their own Temporal. So that 'tis the Intereſt 
of the Chriſtian Princes, not to ſuffer any Changes in that particular,

T His County or Earldom, which 1s very large, was always uruted to the 
Earldom of Provence, of which it made one part , till the time ot 
Joan, Queen of Naples, whom Charles de Daras put to death. And be. 
cauſe after that, all her Dominions were diſmember'd , Charles having 
ſeiz'd upon the Kingdom of Naples, and Lewis Duke of Avjou upon the 
Earldom of Provence, the Duke of Savoy, alſo made himſelf Maſter of 
Nice,which he might the more eafily doe, becauſe the People of the Coun- 
try Voluntarily turrender'd themſelves up to him. However, Rene of 
Avjoa, the Son of Lewis, about the Year 1464. was very urgent with the 


Duke of Savoy, to deliver up Nice into his Hands, alledging,that it was an 


Ancient Dependence upon Provence, which all his Predeceſfors had enjoy'd 
without any Contradiftion, and fucceſiwely , as appeard in Berenger, 
Charles, Robert and Joan : From whom he Claim'd his Right by vertue of 
an Adoption of his Grandfather by that Lady, Adding, that it fignify'd 
nothing to alledge the Voluntary Submiſſion of the Inhabitants, who had 
no Right to withdraw themſelves from their Obedience due to their Law- 


ful Sovereign. Theſe were Kere's Reaſons at that time, upon which he 
undertook a War againſt the Duke of Savoy ; and theſe are the Reaſons 


which the King of France alledges to juſtifie his Pretenfions to the Coun- 
ty of Nice. 


Enquiries into the Pretenſions of the King of France to 
the County of Nice. 


He Duke of Savoy has reafon ſufficient to difpute the Adoption of 
Lewis, Joan was a Woman of a lewd Life, who had not power to 


diſpoſe of her Eſtates; and fo much tne lefs, becauſe that whar ſhe did was 


only out of Revenge againſt the King of Arragon,her really 2dopted Son,be- 
cauſe he thwarted her in her Extravagancies, and condemn d the Infameus 
Life ſhe led with Caracco, as we have already fet forth. So that altho' 
the way which the Duke of Savoy took to make himſelf Maſter of Vice, 
ſhould be look'd upon as a Piece of Uſurpation, the King of Spatn had 
reaſon only to have complain'd of it, and not the King of France, who 
himſelf held Provence bur by a falſe Title, as we ſhall make out in a Chap- 
ter by it ſelf. However, to juſtifie the Duke of Savoy in reference to the 
King of France, we muſt needs fay, that ſetting afide the dubious Con- 


juncture of Aﬀeairs after the Death of Queen Joan, who left behind her 


Titles very diſputable to ſeveral Pretenders, at what time the Inhabiranrs 
of Nice might with juſtice enough, make uſe of the Opportunity to regain 
their Liberty, or elfe to ſurrender themſelves into the Power of ſome other 

| Sovereign, 
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Sovereign, better able and nearerat Hand toproteRt *em, Ifay. we mui 

needs averr, that the Duke of Savoy has coated a Title that .2 Ks 
France cannot diſpute againſt him, by the Treaty which Amedes, Duke of 
Savoy made with Toiand, Mother and Governeſs of Lewis 111, by which 
Toland acknowledging that Lewis her Son was indebted to the D, of Savoy 

in the Summ of a Hunder'd and Sixty Thouſand Livres, which he was no 
way in a Condition to repay,ſhe did therefore relinquiſh, convey.and make 
over to him the Sovereignty and Propriety of the County of Nice, with all 
irs Dependencies ; and 1n regard this Reſignation was renew'd by the 
Peace of Cambrar, and two other Treaties that followir, and after that, 
alſo, by He, III. mn his Paſſage through Piemont, when he return'd from 
Poland, 'tis Evident that the King of France las no Title to this

Prete=ſi'ns of the King of France to the Dutchy if Deux 
Ponts, Montbelliard, Strasburg end Cafal. 


I" Here was never any thought of pretending to the Dutchy of Deux 
Ports, nor to the Pincipality of /fontbelliara, till after the EreGting of 
a Chamber of jultice at Aetz. The Sieur Ravanx having, found it out 
in his Papers, that both the one and the other were Fiefs held i» Capirs of 
the Biſhoprick of Aerz, notice was given of it to the King of Sweden and 
the Prince of Afontbelhzara, and upon their Refuſal tu pay Homage and 
Fealty, they were outed of their Poſſefſions, more-eſpecially the Prince 
of Meontbeiliara; for as for the King of Sxeden he never enjoy d his. 
Dutchy. The King of France had taken care from the Beginning to 
make himſelf Maſter of it, under Hrobence of keeping it till the Difference 
between the King of Sweden and his Uncle Aadolphns, was: decided. For 
rhe firſt pretended to 1t as Heir ro the King his Father, and the latter as 
neareſt of Kin to the laſt Duke, and conſequently Preſumptive Heir. 
The King of France, who would have been glad to have had the King of 
Sweden tor his Feudatary, made him an Offer of the Dutchy, provided 
he would doe him Homage. But that Prince who has a Courage too 
haughty to ſtoop, and who began to diſguſt the Proceedings of France, 
poſitively declar'd, That he would never accept the Inveſtiture of that 
Dutchy but from the Emperor, of whom the Dutchy really and truly held, 
So that the King of France being nertId with that Anfver,gave it the Prince 
of Birkenfield, who having no Title to it, accepted it with. Joy upon any 
Condition they were pleas'd to impoſe upon him. | 
As for the City of Ca/a/, in regard it was abſolutely neceſfary for the King 
of France to be Maſter of it, to the end he might have a. Door open into 
Taly whenever he defir'd it, there was nothing which he more eagerly de- 
fir'd, and he ſollicited the Duke of Afanrxa a long time to ell it into his 
Hands, or Exchange it for fome Equivatent in the Heart of his Kingdom, 
But the Duke withitood his Temprations all along ; for he well knew 'twas 
the way for him to incurr the. atipleature of the King of Spazn, and of all 
the Princes of aly, But at length, want of Monzy forc'd him to aaron 
Whit 
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-which the Kms of France gave him, and then he admutted a French Gar- 
rifon into the Citadel, about Ten Years ago. Since which time, the French 
have held it ; and becauſe they have disvurs d a Summ of Money, they

* Tbs ſufficiently known, that Iſaximilian was Lawful Heir to the Ter- 
ritories of the Duke of Bargwndy, excepting the Dutchy which re- 
main'd in diſpute, The fole Queſtion then is, Whether it were really a 
Maſculine biet or no? Thus 1s that which was very much difputed at the 
Treaty of AZaarid and which 1t will be a difficult Thing to decide. Not 
but that we know very well, that from /ferovexs till Philip of Yalois, the 
Maſculine Titie was not admitted in Apanages, as is to be ſeen in the 
Houſes of Dreax, Vermandois and Courtenay, which extinguiſh'd in the

| Dutchy of Bretaign, 


» T* beyond all Controvertie, that Elizabeth of France, the Wife of 

Philep 1. King of Spain, was Preſumptive Heir to her Grandmother 
Ann of Bretaign, and to have been preferr'd before Henry of Bourbon, who 
came to the Crown by a Collateral Title only. But becauſe the Salick 
Law 1s 2 Barrier which the French always fet up in Oppoſition to thoſe 
that lay claim to any of their Provitces, tis g900J to examine whether that 
Reaſon be of any Force, and ſuthcient to Exclude a Foreign Prince, to the 
depriving him of his Lawful Kights. 

We have already declar'd, and we affert it once more, fince our Subject 
leads us to it, That there is nothing more uncertain then the Commence- 
ment of that Law, nothing mere -carce to be found then the Original 
Draught, or any ancient Copies of it, nor any thing fo little known as 
what it contain'd. And it is moſt certain, that nill the Time of P»:lp 
Vatioss, it was never {o much as talk'd of; Nor do's it fignifie any thing to 
alledee, that it was never known in Frarce that the Daughters ſucceeded - 
to the Crown ; for indeed an Opportunity never preſented it ſelf: and 
if we may judge of that Article by the Author, 'tis molt certain that 1t 
would be judz d ro be Apocryphal, for that nothing 1s fo common in the 
Biitory of Fraxce, as the Exainplesof Kings who have alienated and dil- 
member'd their Dominions : witneſs C!92:5 the Firſt, Lewis the Devonat;,, 
and almo# all the reſt that ſucceeded. Nevertheleſs, ſippoſing that thete 
t20 Articles were not invented and foitted in avoye Four Ages hince, as 
many People believe, bur that they were really a Part of the Swey Law, 
it mult be always agreed, that they can be no Laws but within the Ex- 
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tent of the Territories that Compos'd the Ancient Kingdom of France, and 
not in ſo many other Lovely Dominions as are fallen to ir fince, with their 
Privileges and Immaunities, We muſt then take notice before all things, 
that this Vaſt Dominion of Frazce is diftinguiſhd into Four' Sorts of 
Countries ; Countries of Favour, Countries of Eſtates, Countries of Con- 
queſt, and Countries of Prerenſion, Countries of Favour are the An-

by the Rules of the Civil Law and Natural Right, the Ducchies of Zar- 
gandy and Zretaiea will belong to the King of paz, as Succcilor to the 
Lawful Heirs, Which being a Truth fo cerrain as it 1s, yet 3s it contra-

Pri the Fair, King of France, had Three Sons, Lewis Hytin, or the 
AMgiiinous, Philip the Long, and Charles the Fair ; who facceeded ons 
after the orher, and dy-G all Three without Iflue. He had alſo a Daughter 
nam'd A1.-garct, who was marry d to King Edward 1. of England, who 
had Edwird 11. the Father of Edward III. who laid Claim to the Crbwn 
of France, as Heir in Right of his Granamother Margarer. . On the other 
kde, Philip ae Valerr, as Firlt: Prince of the Blood, diſpured the Righr of

got home, he would take Arms, and never Iay em down, till he had made 
himſelf Maſter of France, Ina word, he was no ſooner return'd to Londox, 
but he cuarter'd the Arms of Fraxzce with thoſe of England, leyy'd a 
Powerful Army, and march'd againlt Ph:/ip, affifted by the blemings who 
rook his Part. And this War prov'd faccelsful to him ; for he vanquiſh'd 
Philip in ſeveral Encounters, more-eſpecially at the Battle of Crecy, and at 
ſeveral times kill d him above a Hunder'd and fitty thoutana Men, among 
which were a great number of the Nobility of the Kingdom ; after which, 
he took Calais, which the Engliſh held from that time till the Reign of 
Queen AZary. .Nor was this all ; for King Jeb», the Sorvof Philip, fuc-: 
ceeding his Father, and marching againſt Zaward, firnam'd the Blac 
Priace, the Son of Edward Ul. to revenge his Father s Lofles, was himſelt . 
overthrown with a great {hughter of the French Nobility, -and the lots of 
his own Liberty, being carry'd firſt to Boxrdeanx, then inane to. the 
Engliſh; and from thence into England; from whence he was releas'd, 
after fix Years being detain'd, upon delivery of Hoſtages ; for the diſcharge 
of which, returning into Ezglana, he dy'd at London, $0 rhat-rhere being 
no Covenants nor Compadts tor Settlement of Matters, the King of Enzland 
continu'd his Claim ; which was afterwards'renew'd by Henry V. who, af _ 
ter he had made a cleargg Conquett of-.France, marry d- Catherine the 
Daughter of Charles VI. pon Condition, That after rhe Dearth of his 
Father-in-Law, he ſhould ſucceed to the. Crown, to the Excluſion of 
Charles the Dauphin of France, who was only to have the Province of 
Berri for his ſhare : which was not only covenanted in the Contract, but 
approv'd, by particular Acts of Parlament, the Princes of the-Blood, and 
Grandees of the Kingdom, In ſhort, ſo -long as he livd, he govern'd 
France, as Abſolute Sovereign; and after his Death, Henry VI. his Son, 
was Proclaim'd and Crown'd King of Fraxce, in Paris, while Gha#les 
lay quiet at Boxrges, in the Arms of his Miſtrefſes. But at length, For- -.

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O Claims can be more ſolidly grounded then theſe. For Normandy 

was the Patrimony of liam I. King of Ezz/ard ; nor did he ever 
make any. Reſignation of it either to the King of Fraxce, or any other 
Perſon whatever ; nor did he ever enter into any Covenants to the Pre - 
judice of his Title. So that though his Off-ſpring were diſpoſlels'd of it by 
the Kings of France,their Title till remain d Legal and Juſt : and it was alſo 
acknowledg'd for ſuch by St. Lewis, who, by the Confeſſion of the French 
themſelves, was fo divinely inſpir'd, in a Treaty which he concluded with 
the King of England, before he ſet forward for Africa... But how Juſt fo- F 
ever this Title might be in its Original, there'is a long Preſcription that 
oppoſes and very much weakens the Strength and Vigour of it. How- 
ever, upon a fair Occaſion given, there {till remains the Juſtice of a Dor- 
mant Title to jukifie the Poſſeſſion of it upon a new Seizure.

F* HESE Provinces fell to the Crown of France by the Marriage of 
Lewis VI. with Eleanor, the Daughter of Raymwxnd Count of The. 
tuſe, who was the Lord of 'em : and becauſe that in lus Expedition 
ro the Holy Lana, (for he took her along with him,) he had ſome Reaſons 
ro be i!] fatisfy'd with her Behaviour, more-eſpecially upon a Suſpicion 
that ſhe had been free of her laſt Favours ro Salaan. Prince of Egypr, 
who was his Priſoner,he Divorc'd her upon his Return to Frazce,upon Pre- 
tence of being too nearly related in the Degrees of Spiritual Confanguinity, 
as having been God-father and God-mother art the fame time to one and the 

' fame Child. This trivial Caufe being jude'd ſufficient by the Council of 
Boifeenci, their Marriage was Diflolvy'd ; and Queen Eleanor Eng her 
owry 
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Dowry along with her, and having re-aſſum'd her Inheritances, tranſlated 
'em to the King of England; who nor being iv ſcrupulous, marry d her 

and by that Marriage ovtain'd the Poſſeflion for himſelf and his Heirs. 
doing Homage to the Crown of France, However, by reaſon of the con- 
tinual Wars that happen'd between the Moſt Chriſtian Kings and Them, 
they often loſt em; and as often regain'd 'em, ſometimes by Force of 
Arms, and ſometimes by Treaties, among which, the Contra& of 
Margaret the Daughter of Philip the Fair is the Strongeſt and moſt Ay- 
thentick : becaule that befides the Right which ſhe brought to the Crown, 

CR, Langgedoc, and Poirox, were particularly refign'd to the King her 

Husband.

W E have no other Reflexions to make upon theſe Pretenfions, then 
' what we have already obſervd in the preceding Chapter, All theſe 
Titles are very good ; only they are a little too far ſuperannuated to be the 
lawful Occaſion of a War. But if in the Revolution that is already begun, 
the King of England ſhould fins an Opportunity once more to ſexze upon 
his Own, there is no legal Obſtacle that can hinder him,
